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IRISH SECRETS EXPOSED 


LE OARON AGAIN ON 

THE WIINESS STAND. 

HE DETAILS MANY INCIDENTS IMPLI- 
CATING IRISH LEADERS—THE LAT- 


TER SAY HE IS AN IMPOSTOR. 
LONDON, Feb. 6.—Mr. Parnell was present at 
the session of the Parnell Commission te-day. 


He held a lively eenversation with Mr. Michael 
Davitt. 


The witness Beach, whois also known as Dr. 
Le Caron, continued his testimony. He de- 
$alled a conversation which he had with Mr. 
Alexander Sullivanin June, 1881, regarding a 
proposed allianee of the different Irish organi- 
zations, in which Mr. Sullivan said that no 
radieal change could be effected until they had 
a change of representatives on this side ef the 
water, which would be very soon. 

At this point Attormey-General Webster for 
yhe Times read a finaneial document, including 
hn item for the subsidizing of foreign news- 
papers. 

Witness stated that Breslin was paid for 
building a sub-marine torpedo boat, which 
proved to be a failure. Another firm built a 
boat which lay on the New-Jersey side of New- 
York Harbor four months, but was not used 
against British ships. John O’Connor, an 
agent employed for carrying arms to I reland, 


attended the convention as a represents tive of 
the Supreme Couneil of tho Irish Republican 
Srotherhood. 

Sir Charles Russell, of counsel for the Par- 
hellites, objected to the detailing by the witness 
bf the statement made by Mr. O'Connor, on the 
ground that it had no bearing upon the case ef 
Mr. Parnell. 

Presiding Justice Hannen said: “We are of 
the opinion that thereis prima facie evidence 
that O’Connor was the medium of communica- 
tion between members of the ergauization in 
Ireland and America.” 

Sir Charles Russell pressed his objection, and 
the witness, interpssing, said-he did net sup- 
pose that Mr. Parnell would deny that he had 
iad the conversation referred to. Sir Charles 
Russell said that the witness’s alleged conver- 
sation with Mr. Parnell was to the effect that 
Mr. Parnell wished to inform the heada of the 
Irish organization in America that he would 
like to act in concert With them. For that pur- 
pose Parneil was supposed to have eommis- 
sioned the witness to see Alexander Sullivan 
and others. How did that make the eonversa- 
tion between the witness and O’Connor evidence 
against anybody ? 

Chief-Justice Hannen—So far as the evidence 
goes the witness had a definite object. O’Con- 
nor represented to a certain extent both parties. 
The witness had a conversation with him re- 
garding that very object. That is evidence. 

The witness continuing said that the conver- 
aation with O’Conner took plaes in the Palmer 
House in Chicago in the presence of two others. 
0’ Connor, in reply to -withess’s question as to 
how the matter stood, assured him tbat it was 
all satisfactory. Dr. Gallagher, witness's 
brother delegate and an official of the United 
Brotherhood, was present. He had several 
couversations with Dr. Gallagher. 

Sir Charles Russell, interposing—Is this evi- 
dence? 

Attorney-General Webster said that Gallagher 
had been convicted of dynamite outrages in 
England. He submitted that, the witness hay- 
ing stated thata policy of dynamite was pro- 
posed, evidence as to what the leading members 
did in preparing to execute such policy was ad- 
missible. 

Chiet-Justice Hannen ruled that the cenversa- 
tions with Gallagher were not aimissi bie. 

The witness said that he saw Mackay and 
Lomasney two days before Lomasney left 
America for the purpose of carrying out the 
plan of campaign by explosions, the details of 
which the witness could notgive. Lomasney 
never returned and the organization had ever 
since supported his family and father. Witneas 
velieved that Lomasueyjand his brother, Michael 
Lomeenays perished in the Londen Bridge ex- 
plosion. 

The witness produced a ¢gircular which was 
read by Sir Henry James. it°was dated Sept. 1, 
1881, and was distributed after the Chicago 
Convention, It was headed with the word 
“caution,” and read: “8. G.’s will read this 
document at the meeting following its receipt. 
After reading it twice they will burn it in the 
presenée of the D. and J. G. of each D. and send 
to the Secretary of F. O. a statement that it was 
so burned. If the 8 G. fails to burn it the J. G. 
will report the fact.”’ 

After the reading of the circular the witness 
said thatin compliance with instructions from 
headquarters he attended the Chicago Conven- 
tion. T. P. O’Connoriand Timothy Healy also at- 
tended. The Rev. Mr. Betts was proposed for 
President of the convention, but the clerical 
element, representing the meral suasion sec- 
tion, ebjected to him. Betts belonged to the 
aggressive party. At the direct request of 
O'Conner this objeetion was withdrawn and 
Betts was unanimousiy elected. Several priests 
who approved a dynamite policy attended the 
convention. 

The witness said that he had received from 
the directory a circular giving areport of the 
proceedings of the convention. This circular 
stated that the doctrine whieh the convention 
had adopted was that a people living under an 
unnatural Government and wishing to be under 
a natural one were entitled to overthrew the 
unnatural Government and establish a natural 
Government in ite place. 

It was at this point that Mr. Parnell appeared 
in the court room. His entrance created & sen- 
sation. The witness looked steadily at Parnell 
for several moments. 

Continuing his testimony, witness said that 
he sént copies of all documents of the brether- 
hood to the English Government at the time. 
Since then they had not’ been in his possession. 
Sullivan, he said, went to England in 1882, and 
remained there two months. 

Attorney-General Webster—How did you 
know? A.—By the underground telegraph. 

Q.—What is that? A.—Through associating 
with those in the confidence of the brutherheod. 
Everything I did not know I tried to get in any 
way Icould. Of my own knowledge I know 
that Sullivan went to Eneland. 

Witness said that Sullivan, upon returning 
from England, made a statement to him. 

Sir Charles Russell objected to the reception 
of this statement in evidence, and Chiet-Justice 
Hannen said that fhe question in its present 
torm was inadmissible. 

The witness, on Sir Charles Russeli’s request, 
left the eourt room. While he waa absent, 
Chief-JusticeHannen said thatif the question had 
been rormed to elicit ananswer to the effect that 
there Was any arrangement come to regarding 
something to bo done in the future, then it was 
obvious that a statement of what had oceurred 
might legitimately form a partof the answer 
to such question. 

When the witnoss returned Atterney-Geueral 
Webster asked: Did you converse with Sullivan 
regarding plans for future warfare? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Did Sullivan refer to what passed with 
any of the leaders in the United Kingdom? A. 
—Yes; later in the day. 

Chief-Justice Haunen said that that didjnot 
connect it with the statement. 

The witness, being Questioned regarding what 
transpired about the future, said that Sullivan, 
referring to Gallagher’s arrest, Informed him 
thatin future men would be chosen for tie 
work whe did mot exceed their orders, like Gal- 
lagher. Witness asked in what way, and Suili- 
van replied that Gallagher had negleeted hie 
instruetions and bad given himself away; that 
he had consorted with Rossa's men, who told 
Jim MeDermott, who informed the Govern- 
gnent. Sullivan also said that they weuld con- 
tinue to send men to England to carryon an 
active dynamite war. 

Attorney-General Webster then read other 
circulars issued by the brotherhood, which the 
witness said he had received and copied. In 
these circulars appeals were made for further 
exertions to enlarge the special fund and foster 
the movement. Reference was made to the 
men who carried their lives in their hands and 
whose destruction would follow a discovery of 
their plans. Witness remembered conversing 
in February, 1883, with Col. Clingham, when 
semething was said about Parnell coming to 
America. : 

The open convention‘of the League metin Phil- 
adelphia on April 26,1883. Before the con- 
vention witness was instructed to secure the 
largest possible attendance, Egan, Mooney, 
and Bolan summoned the convention. Witness 
attended as the Clan-pa-Gael delegate of the 
Braldweod (Ill.) camp. He also represented 
the Leagne. Egan did not attend the secret 
meetings, but he requested the witness to in- 
form bina of ail the details of the discussions, 
and declared that the programme was satisfae- 
tory to all Nationalists. 

Mr. Davitt bere asked if any one witness 
knew was present. A.—Yos; several Every 
gentleman you knew in Chicago was present at 
one time or another. 

Mr. Davitt—Don’t be impertinent. 

Witness—I beg pardon. did not intend to 
be impertinent. 

Chief-Justiee Hannen asked what was meant 
by “programme,” and witness replied thatit 
meant the nnited programe for the future, 

Attorney-General Webster— Was nothing more 
definite said than that? A,—Nothing more than 
the werds 1 have said. 

Witness said he saw Egan constantly during 
the conventien. After the convention the Land 
League became the National League, of which 
Sullivan was President. 

Attorney-Generai Webster read an efficial re- 
port of the convention in whieh it Was stated 
thatthe convention deeply regretted the ab- 
senee ef Mr. Parnell. Another portion of the 
report denonnced Mr. Gladstone as a weak time 
server, and stated that the members of the con- 
yention hated England more intensely than did

Mr. Parnell would oontinue to work for the 
rev lization of national independence. 

Witness stated that Thomas Brennan attended 
the secret meetings, which it would have been 
impossible for him te have attended unless he 
had beena member of the “I. R. B.” or“ M, 
8.” Frank Byrnes attended the open conven- 
tion, but was not present at the secret meet- 
ings. Sheridan was not present at the secret 
meetings. Daly of Castlebar, attended the se- 
cret meetings, but did not attend the epen cen- 
vention, which he denounced. 

Attorney-General Webster here read some ac- 
counts, including items of $27,102 sent to Egan 
in Paris, and $12,903 sent to Parnell. He also 
read from the report of the convention a specch 
by Brennan, in which the latter declared that 
he would continue his exertions until the last 
vestige of landlordism and foreign rule, those 
“twin jailers of the Irish race,” was swept trom 
the country. ; 

The witness, resuming his testimony, said 
that on May 28, 1883, he saw Egan in Milwau- 
kee. Anebher circular issued by the organiza- 
tion on Sept. 6, 1883, said that the executive 
was urable to see its way to an armed insurrec- 
tion until England should become involved in a 
war. Inthe meantimea secret war would be 
carried on. All informers, the circular said, 
were foredaoomed. 

The Attorney-General here suggested that this 
referred to Carey. 

While in Milwaukee, witness continued, Sulli- 
van said to him that the active operations were 
entirely in the hands of the revolutionary di- 
rection of their own organization, but that 
there had been some lack of courage shown, 
and the directory had found it impossible to 
get men from the home organization to do the 
work. Sullivan said that in future every one 
chosen should be without family and be an old 
and tried member. No new member would be 
allowed to work, because lately 40 Irish eon- 
stables had arrived in America to try to join 
the organization and learn its secrets. Befere 
departing on an expedition every man would 
be instructed in the use and management of ex- 
plosives. ‘ 

Atthe end of 1883 there was asplit in the 
organization, the seceders retaining the old 
name, while the others, under Sullivan’s leader- 
ship, founded a new secret organization entitled 
the “U. 8.” The executive was reduced to 
thres members, their badge being a triangle. 
Witness and a majority of the members of 
Camp A joined the U.S.. In January, 1884, 
the Redmonds arrived from Australia and trav- 
eled through the United States. Prominent 
members of the U. 8. attended the reception 
neld in their honor. In April, 1884 a League 
conventien was held in Boston. Between Jan- 
uary and August witress did not see the Red- 
monds. The only difference between the two 
sections was the sign for the executive.

WHAT ALEXANDER SULLIVAN SAYS. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 6.—Mr. Alexander Sullivan, 
ex-President of the Irish National League in 
America, was interviewed by an Associated 
Press reporter to-day in regard to the state- 
ments made about him by Dr. Le Caron in the 
Times-Parnell trial in London yesterday. Mr, 
Sullivan said that he knew the man, who 
went here by the name of Dr. Le Caron only as 


he knew hundreds of other men who attended 
league conventions and professed great interest 
in the Irish cause. 

Le Caron represénted himself to be a French- 
man who had been in the Union Army and 
later on in the Fenian organization. Le Caron 
said his wife was Irish, and he was ready to die 
for Ireland, and constantly declared his Irish 
sympathy. 

Mr. Sullivan said he had never conversed 
with Le Caron about Mr. Parnell or about any 
subject which was not perfectly open to the 
world. He believed there was not a particle of 
foundation for his: statement that Mr. Parnell 
ever expressed sympathy with any method ex- 
cept open public agitation to aid the Irish peo- 
pie in securing selft-zovernnmient. 

The fact that Le Caron had to bolster up his 
statement with a photograph of Mr. Parnell on 
which the Irish leader haa inscribed his auto- 
graph was evidence of its weakness. Almost 
any one who is suificiently persistent could get 
the autograph of any public man. 

Thousands of people, Mr. Sullivan said, have 
autographe of Messrs. Cleveland and Harrison 
who have ko intimate acquaintance with these 
gentlemen. The meeting Mr. Parnell addressed 
in Chicago was presided over by Governor, now 
Senator, Cullom. Clergymen of all denomina- 
tions and citizens from every walk in life were 
on the platform. Mr. Parnell had nothing to do 
with extending invitations to that meeting nor 
with any of its details. He arrived in the city 
barely in time to go from the train to the meet- 


ing. 
The whole story was another desperate effort 
to give some color of excuse from continuing 


the ease against Mr. Parnell. 
Sullivan believed, Mr. Parnell would dispose of 
all this evidence to the world’s satisfaction. 


The prevailing sentiment among the many 
Trishmen visited by a TIMES reporter in this city 
yesterday was incredulity. They declared, 
with one or two exceptions, that Dr. Beach was 


an impostor so far as his relations with the 
Fenian movement and the Clan-na-Gael were 
eoncerned, andifatany time he had been a 
member of the latter organization he knew no 
more about its real purposes than the least ex- 
perienoced mermaberinit. Sofar as his alleged 
cenferences with Mr. Parnell were concerned, 
thoy either never took place or Beach swore to 
a deliberate falsehood when he attributed to 
the Irish leader the statements of weariness of 
the Parliamentary policy. 

But whatever is the truth of these represen- 
tations, the [rishmen are greatly perturbed 
coneerning the information obtained from 
Beach. It was aseertained from a prominent 
Irish-American that a eemmittee of Mr. Par- 
nell’s friends here proposed to begin the celleo- 
tion of evidence to be used in rebuttal showing 
that Dr. Beach is, first, not the person he rep- 
resents himself to be, but instead is a Canadian 
Frenchman of iong residence in Ottawa; thas 
the English Gevernment secured certain testi- 
mony from him by means of the influence which 
the Donainion Court, at Ottawa has upon him, 
and that as Dr. Le Caron, his real name, he was 
admitted into the Clan-na-Gae), but as there 
were reasons to suspect that he was not sincere 
he was excluded from its councils nearly three 
years ago. 

It was also said there was every reason to be- 
lieve that sinee the time Beach was. excluded 
from the Clan-na-Gael he has Deen in the em- 
ploy of the British Gevernment. He has made 
several ineffectual attempts to rejoin the order 
from which he was expelied, and tinally joined 
the Land Leaguers, and was senttothe Land 
League Conveation asadelegate from Braid- 
wood, fil. His unsavory reputation as a spy 
preceded him inte the convention, and he was 
not alene excluded from all committees, but 
upon rising to 7 dpe was sileaced by hisses and 
jeers. A month ago Beacn or Le Caron left 
Braidweod unexpectedly, selling out his litte 
drug shop there, and since tben his movements 
have been mysterious. He is said to have 
sailed to England by way of Quebeo, soon after 
his property was disposed of. He 1s also said 
to be quite poor, at any rate without sufficiont 
meney toesnable him to go to England on a 
pleasure trip. The supposition of the reporter's 
informant was that Beach was summoned by 
the British Government, and upon being as- 
sured of his expenses, large compensatien, and 

rotection was pared to beeome olay in tho 

ands of the itmes’s lawyers. Thus the difii- 
culty of securing evidence in rebuttal of 
Beach’s testimony before the Parnell Commis- 
sion, it is thought, will not be difficult. 





THE BLIZZARD HAS OOME. 

LockrorT, N. Y., Feb. 6.—A mild blizzard 
has been prevalent here all day. The ther- 
mometer fell 50° within the past 24 hours, 
and early this morning registered 10° below 
zero, 

OsweEco, N. ¥., Feb. 6.—A violent blizzara 
prevails here, and the mercury is at zero. if 
the storm continues te-night a railroad blockade 
will follow. Trains te-day are from three to six 
hours late. 

MARQUETTE; Mieh., Feb. 6.—Winter has set in 
with terrible earnestness at last. A blizzard 
has prevailed all over the upper peninsula. 
Traftic has been delayed on some of the railway 
lines, but the storm has not been an unmixed 
affliction, as the swamps are freezing up solid, 
thus facilitating lumber hauling. 


WINCHESTER, Va., Feb. 6.—The thermometer 
registered 14° this merning, and it has been 
freezing all day. Itis colder to-night, with in- 
dications that the mereury will fall to zero by 
morning. The. prospects for a good ice crop are 
excellent. 

OTTAWA, Ontario. Feb. 6.—All railroad trains 
are delayed to-day by the storm prevailing 
here, and the outgoing Boston train has been 
canceled.

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THE CANAL BILL 


A BIG MAJORITY FOR 
NICARAGUA PROJEOT. 
A VOTE OF 177 TO 60 IN ITS FAVOR— 
THE RESULT APPLAUDED—CIVIL 

SERVICE TALK IN THE SENATE. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—By the vote of 177 to 
60 the House this afternoon accépted the con- 
ferenee roporton the biil to incorporate the 
Maritime Canal Company of Nicaragua, end 
that measure, the most important plece of leg- 
islation completed by the Fiftieth Congress, 
will now go to the President for Ssig- 
nature. The friends of the bill are 
greatly pleased. The oppositien to it, 
that was extremely active when the Dill 
was before the House for amendment, made it- 
self felt in the attachment of several provisions 
that were ostensibly offered as guards, and 
which Gen. Spinola, one of the opponents of the 
measure, declared made it look as if it had 
**had a bad oase of amallpox.”” Tho conferrees 
on the part of the Senate and the House dropped 
the purely misehievous amendments, probably 
because of the avowed purpose of the men who 
proposed them to destroy the bill. The large 
majority for the report expressed the interest 
of the House in the enterprise it was intended 
to promote. 

‘here was some speechmaking befere the bill 
was finally appreved as reported from the con- 
ferrees. Mr. Nelson of Minneseta opposed the 
report. Judge Kelley of Pennsylvania cheer- 
fully and enthusiastically approved it. Judge 
Chipman of Michigan employed the time al- 
lowed him to speak in advocating a bold policy 
of extension, the carrying of the flag into Cen- 
tral America and the addition of Nicaragua to 
the Union of States. Mr. Dingley expressed the 
feeling of a good many members on the Repub- 
lican side When he declared that he should like 
to see the eanal constructed by the Govern- 
ment, but he knew that the Congress 
would = not make suflicient appropria- 
tions to carry it out Mr. LBuskalew 
of Pennsylvania was greatly concerned about 
the meaning of the bill. He could not diseover 
any olear guarantee that the amount of stock 
and bonda issued would not be three or four 
times the cost of the work, and inthe absenee 
of prohibition to expand these evidences of in- 
debtednessa the commerce of the world would be 
unreasonably and unjustly taxed. Mr, O'Neill 
of Missour! and Mr. Seott of Pennsylvania 
added their support to the measure. 

At3o’clock the vote was taken. The an- 


nouncement of the result was greeted with 
vociferous applause.

The Senate spent an ‘hour or twe to-day talk- 
ing about civil service reform. without adding 
much valuable matter to the similar debates to 


be found in the records of past Congresses and 
with the result of bringing out Mr. Daniel of 
Virginia as @ very pronounced anti-civil serv- 
ice reformer. The debate came up on the pro- 
posal made by Mr. Hawley yesterday to allow 
the Civil Service Commission threo clerks of 
Class IL, instead of two as provided in the Leg- 
islative, Exeoutive, and Judicial Appropriation 
bill. Mr. Hawley’s remarks when he ojffered 
the amendment were rather gratifying to the 
friends of the merit system, for they indicated 
a good deal more willingness to sustain and en- 
courage the work of tne Civil Service Commis- 
sion than has been shown by the average Re- 
publican Senator during the last four years. 
To-day, however, Mr. Hawley took no part in 
the discussion, leaving the merit system and 
the Administration te be defended by Demo- 
crats. 

Mr. Coekrell ledin this defense, and in reply 
to some criticisms made by Mr. Plumb of the 
piaeing ofthe Railway Mail Service under the 
civil service rules and regulations, the Misseuri 
Senator contended that this action had not been 
taken for the purpese of forestalling the incom- 
ing Administration, but for the goed of the 
service and the country. He went on to show 
that precedents for the course of the President 
had been plontifully supplied by the Repub- 
licans, who after the Novewber election of 1884 
had horried to extend the classified service in 
the various departments in order to curtail the 
patronage of the new Democratic Administra- 
tion, Extensions, he declared, had been order- 
ed as late as 20 days before the Democrats came 
into possession of the Administration, and he 
insisted thatif it was justifiable then it conld 
not be cailed unjustifiable now. 

Mr. Cockrell stirred up Mr. Teller until the 
latter declared that there was no truth in his 
assertions so far as the Interior Department 
was concerned. There was a general wrangle 
as to the course and sineerity of the two po- 
litical parties regarding civil service reform, in 
which Messra, Cockrell, Teller, Vest, and Stew- 
art all took a band, and during whieh Mr. Stew- 
art repeated his well-known opinion that the 
pace civil service system is a fraud and a 

arce. 

Then Mr. Daniel got the floor and tiekled the 
Republicans by declaring that the merit system 
was un-American, un-Republican, and un-Demo- 
cratic. He remarked that he couid find some 
consolation for the Republican victory of last 
Fallif the new Administration should show ne 
affection for the medern system of making ap- 
pointments to office. Mr, Daniel expressed the 
hope that Gen. Harrison would lead the Geyv- 
ernment baek to the old principle,in whieh 
the peeple hada right tomsharein the peo 
ple’s offices, He was ready to pledge the 
Republicans one Democratic vote in @their 
support if they would sincerely try to rid the 
country of the civilservice humbug. Mr. Daniel 
told how he longed tor the time When a plain 
American citizen could feel that there was no 
bar between him and any Government office he 
was worthy to fill, and he expressed his earnest 
hope that the next Administration would find 
some way so to amend the civil service system 
as to oper the doors toeverybody, although it 
might sometimes be necessary te subject appli- 
cants to proper examinations, 

Mr. Chandler felt it incumbent upon him te 
assure the Senate that the civil service reform 
law was faithfully carried out in the Navy De- 
partment when he was at its head. He had only 
nicely begun his speech, however, when Mr. 
Harris asked him to let the Senate adjourn, and 
as he consented the whole subject went over 
until to-morrow. :

The Naval Commission, consisting of Capt. 
Ramsay, Capt. Boyd, and Lieut.-Commander

Much of 
this information the commission can obtain 
better in Washington than on the ground, and 
after it has all been gathered they will make a 
nersonal inspection of the sites, and will reo- 
ommend the one that seems to, combine the 
most advantages. Among tne locations sug- 
gested are Port Royal, 8. C.; Brunswick, Ga.; 
Key West, Pensacola, Mobile, Mount Vernon, 
Ala., and New-Orleans, 


Secretary Whitney to-day. detailed Commis- 
sioner C. F. Goodrich, Lieut. Seaton Schroeder, 
and Lieut. Bradley A. Fiske to condues the tests 


of the armament of the dynamite cruiser Vesu- 
vius, which will take place near Philadelphia as 
soon as the finishing touches are put upon the. 
three 15-inch pneumatic dynamite guns with 
which she is armed. The tests for aecuracy 
have already been made witha similar gun at 
Fort Lafayette in New-York Harbor, and 
these tests are to be for rapidity of 
tire chiefly. Each of the three guus is to dis- 
charge five ehelis, each sheil containing 200 
pounds of dynamite and each gun is to he dis- 
charged at least once in two minutes. Tho air 
compressors and reservoirs must be sufficient 
to maintain this rate of fire and shall be tested 
to deuble the service pressure, Tie mancu- 
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vring power of the vessel must enable the guns 
to be accurately pointed by means of the helm 
or motive power or both. 

Chief Nayal Constructor Wilson went to 
Philadelphia yesterday to inspect the new gun. 
boxt Yorktown. He said to-day that he had ne 
doubt of her coming up to the contract guar- 
antee of 3,000 horse power, and he thinks she 
will probably exceed it consi@erably. The 
steam trial will probably take place on Satur- 
day. Chief Constructor Wilson said that work 
onthe other ships at Philadelphia was pro- 
ceeding favorably, and that the Baltinore 
would soon be ready for trial. The Phiiadelphia 
will be ready to be launched about April 1, and 
the Newark about July 1. 

Consul Sewell, who was the representative of 
the United States at Apia, and who has recently 
been counsel to the Senate Committee on For-

Senator George’s amendments to the Anti-

enforce a right based upon a contract in respect 
of any article of merchandise, the price of 
which has been affected by acombinatien or 
trust, shalibe thrown out of court for want of 
jurisdiction with double costs to the defendant; 
another authorizes and direots the President to 
suspend the collection of duty upon any article 
the prise of whicn ia affected by a trust or com- 
bination, and he may not remove such suspen- 
sion for 90 days, after he is satisfied that such 
trust or combination no longer oxists 
or the price of said articlais nolenger en- 
hanced thereby; and he is given full authority 
to reissue, from time to time, his proclamation 
of suspension. The third amendment makes 
any article of merchandise, the price of which 
is so affected, the unlawful subject of inter-Stato 
or foreign commerce, and te prevent such 
articles from being transported, the Presidents 
and Inter-State Commerce Commission are in- 
structed to use all their powers. : 


The Secretary of War has awarded the con- 
tract for the eonstruction of seven dynamite 
guns, with all aceessories, inoluding ammuni- 
tien, steam agted and maehinery fer operat- 
ing, &c., to the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun Com- 
pany of New-York, at their bid of $395,500.

Secretary Endicott has determinea upon the 
removal of the wreck of the steamship Atlas in 


the North River, New-York, and to that end has 
directed that 30 days’ public notice be given 
that it is adangerous ebstruction to navigation. 
The owners will be allowed, during the period 
stated, to remove the wreck, and if they do not 
do so 1t will be removed by the Government. 
The Secretary considers that the provisions of 
section 4 of the River and Harbor bill of 1880 
clothe him with ample authority to remove all 
sunken vessels obatrueting our rivers and har- 
bors when the ewners have failed to do so after 
receiving preper notice. 


The House Committee on Territories held 
their regular meeting this morning, and took 


final action on the bill for the admission of Utah 
and the Omnibus bill, providing an enabling act 
for the admission of the Territories of Idaho, 
Wyoming, and Arizona as States of the Unten. 
It was decided, although not unanimously in re- 
gard to the Utah matter, to appoint a sub-com- 
mittee ot five members, with Representative 
ery as Chairman, to draft areport to the 
effect that owing to the lateness of the session 
it would be impracticable to seeure the pas- 
sage of the pending Dill. The sub-com- 
mittee was authorized to make its report ex- 
haustive, in order to give te the public the bene- 
fits of the hearings held by the committee on 
the proposition to admit the Territory. This 
report will be submitted to the full committee 
as.soon as it is finished. The committee also de- 
cided to report favorably the Omnibus bill, pro- 
viding enabling acts for the admission of the 
other Territeries above named. The votein 
committee was practically unanimous on this 
proposition, although oné or two members ex- 
pressed themselves as opposed to the omnibus 
system and preferred the admission of the Ter- 
ritories singly. ~

WIN THE FIGHT. 


THE GUBERNATORIAL CONTEST 


WEST VIRGINIA. 

CHARLESTON, West Va, Feb. 6.—The Demo- 
crats bave won every point they started eut to 
win in the Gubernatorial contest. Fer over one 
Montha aijily fight has been waged over the 
declaration of the Gubernatorial vote. The 
Democrats hare held that there should be no 


publication, declaration, or any action what- 
ever to give either man a claim to 
the office on the facs of the fraudulent 
returns. This has been their aim in all 
their resolutions they have presented in the 
joint assembly. It was thought that the order 
that the result should nos be declared was 
sufficient, but under that order the vote on 
Governor was to be read without being entered 
on the journal. The Republicans claimed that 
this woul amount to publication, and affected 
to be pleased at it. 

To-day the Democrats presented a resolution 
that the vote on Governor should not be read at 
all inthe counties which had not yet been can- 
vassed. The Republicans fought it bitterly. 
The resolution was debated for hours and the 
Republicans exhausted every pariiamentary 
resort. On the part of the Democrats the de- 
bate was conducted with great moderation. 

Finally, the resolution; was put on its passage 
and oarried by astrict party vote. The reading 
of the vote for Governor az far as it had cone 
showed Fleming a an pongo of 1,080. This com- 

perey ties the Republicans’ hands. If they should 

nsist now that the publieation gave a prima 
facie claim to the seat Fleming would have that 
claim, Of course the Democratic candidate will 
not insist on anything of the kind. The only 
object was to prevent a declaration of Goif’s 
election before the true result was made in the 
contest. 

The Republicans are furious at the resuit of 
the day’s session, and are making loud threats 
that Goff will sail in end assume his seat, if 
need be by foree. There is no possibility of 
auch an outcome as that, and Geff himself will 
be the last to countenance it. It is far more 
prebable that he will withdraw frem the Guber- 
natorial contest entirely, for he will be placed 
onan equal feoting with Fleming. If he holds 
the seat it will be beeause he cannot refute 
Fleming’s claim of fraud, and there is no posai- 
bility of his doing that. 

The Republican organ of the State intimates 
that the eontest will be dropped, and paves the 
way for it by a single question if it will justify 
Goff to throw the State in turmoil with the cer- 
tainty that at the best he could hold the Gey- 
ernor’s chair for only a few weeks. 

There is no important ehange in the Senatorial 
fight. Dorr is the only stumbling bloek in the 
way of Kenna’s electier, and if is believed that 
heis weakening. Mass meetings have been held 
all over the district, and he has been requested 
to vote for Kenna Hundreds of telegrams 
come te him daily with the same purport, and 
the leading politicians of the State are here 
using all their influeuce on him. It is hardly 

possible that he will be able to withstand this 
pressure long.

DAVID B. IS LAYING PIPES 


HIS PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN 
FAIRLY BHGUN. 
HE MAKES A FEW CALLS AND HOLDS 

. A POLITICAL RECEPTION—THE PRESI- 

DENT NOT AT HOME. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Gov. David B. Hill’s 
meteoric visit to the national capital lasted Just 
24 hours, It began with a few visits at his 
hotel room from New-York men who had met 
him at Albany. It was continued at Secretary 
Whitney’s, at the dinner to the President and 

is Cabinet. The evening was closed by a late 
session with New-York friends, who kept him 
up until the small hours this morning, Mr. 
Smith M. Weed took him eut driving after he 
had breakfasted privately, and on the way back 
to the hotel stopped the carriage and let the 
Governor call on Assistant Seeretary Maynard 
and Chief Clerk Youmans attheTreasury. There 
was nocuall at the White House. It so happened 
that the President was not there to avail him- 
self of the honor of being waited upon by the 
Governor of New-York. As Gov. Hill had 
learned the night before, the President had made 
arrangements fora brief trip to New-York with 
Mrs. Cleveland, to inspect the rooms they expect 


toe occupy in the Viotoria Hote}, anda he had gone 
ew fron. the Whitney dinner to the 11:20 
rein, 

Just before 1 o'clock Gov. Hill went again to 
the house of Secretary Whitney. A little later 
@ throng of visitors arrived. Secretary Whit- 
ney stood at the entrance to the ballroom to 
introduce his guests to Gov. Hill. The two 
houses of Congress were well represented. 
From the Senate there were Measrs.. Bate, 
Blackburn, Call, Coke, Faulkner, Gorman, 
Gray, Pasco, Payne, Ransom, and Turpie. 
Among the Representatives there were Messrs. 
Bacon, Barnes, Blount, W. C. P. Breckinridge, 
Bryce, J. E. Campbell, T. J. Campbell, Caruth, 
Collins, Compton, Cothran, Cox, Dubble, 
Elliott, Heard, Hooker, Lee, Martin of 
Texas, McAdoo, McKinney, Mills, Outhwaite, 
Jd. E. Russell, Spinola, Stahlnecker, Townshend, 
Vance, Wheeler, Wilkins, and Yeder, and Deie- 
gate Caine. Postmaster-General Dickinson and 
Assistant Postmaster-Generals Stevenson and 
A. Leo Knott, Assistant Secretaries of the 
Treasury Thompson and Maynard, Public 
Printer Benedict, Chief Clerk Youmans, Third 
Auditor Williams, and Fourth Auditor Shelly 
were among the ofiicers of the Government 
present, 

After an hour passed in introductions and 
handshaking secretary Whitney escortea the 
Governor and his guests to the dining room, 
where a terrapin and champagne lunch was 
served, the Governor, Mr. Smith M. Weed, 
Senators Ransom and Gorman, and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy oecupying a cozy corner table. 
The members of Congress, after gratifying their 
curiosity to see the Governor, returned to their 
respeetive places on Capitol Hill. The Goy- 
ernor returned to New-York by the Congres- 
Sienal Express, leaving here at 3:45. 

ALBANY, N. Y¥., Feb. 6.—Gov. Hill’s appear- 
ance at Washington at this time is regarded as 
the most significant act of his life, and, so far as 
he can in his own characteristic way make it, a 
formal declaration of his candidaey for the 
Presidential nomination in 1892. The Gover- 
nor is too crafty ever to Make a journey or to 
perform any act without deliberately weighing 
the effects en the public mind. Itds noted as 
remarkable that the Governor should have 
taken this particular time to visit Washington 
—the firat month of his new term aad the last 
wouth of Mr. Cleveland’s, and after Hill’s sig- 
nal triumph and thedownfall of the National 
Administration. 

Two years ago Gov. Hill was two busy a man 
to leave Albany while the Legislature was in 
session. it was his boast and his pride that he 
had never been out of the State a day while the 
lawmakers were in the city. He could not ac- 
cept Mr. Cleveland’s invitation to visit the White 
House early in 1887 for this reason. He said 
then toa newspaper reporter who called upon him 
in regard to his reported yisit: “Idonot think 
it proper for the Governor of a State to leave 
the capital while the Legislatureis in session 
apy mere than it is proper tora Generali to 
abandon his troops during & battie.” 

But times ere chauged. Had David B. Hiil 
visited Washingten asthe guest of the Presidens 
in 1887 he would have been regarded simply as 
the Governor of the State of New-York, and what- 
ever honors he weuld have received would have 
come to him on that basis. But now he believes 
that he is the new leader of the party and that 
a visit to Washington means a great deal more 
than a visittwo years ago. Itis the unfolding 
of a caretfully-laid plan to ‘‘ whoop up” Hill for 
1892. He himself can put himself on exhibi- 
tion at Washington to sound the sentiments of 
men of national influence on the present condl- 
tion of the party and its fulure prospects, while 
his faithful retainer, Judge Muller, is manu- 
facturing sentiment in the West and south 
through the newspapers and local Democratio 
bosses. 

The friends of President Cleveland here are 
particularly delighted with the manner in which 
he has treated the Governor. That the Presi- 
dent should leave Washington while the Goy- 
ernor was there, without giving the latter a 
chance to be entertained at the White Heuse, 
convinces the friends of the Administration 
nere that Mr. Cleveland himself is convinced of 
Hill’s treachery during the last eampaign and 
has taken this, his first, opportunity to demon- 
strate that fact to the Democratic Party. Saida 
Demoerat of national reputation to-night:. “Of 
course Hill’s mission to Washington is te 
lay the foundation for his candidacy in 
1892, but what better evidence of the 
hypocrisy and shallowness of the man 
do you want, after reading his reasons for de- 
clining to make a visit to the President two 
years ago and his conduct now? He has prac- 
tically negleeted his work here this week. 
There has been an unusually large number of 
meastres awaiting his signature, and one or 
two that demanded the speediest action. His 
departure was very mysterious, not half a 
dozen persons being cognizant of his intentions, 
and now we are told he will not return till Fri- 
day. Ido not believe that in the annals of the 
State you will find a Governor who has slurred 
over his work as Gov. Hill. has during the past 
six months. Look how the Demoetratic members 
of tho Legislature are placed. Here is the 
Democratie Governor trying to fix his Presi- 
donutial fences at Washington and the Demo- 
cratic Lieutenant-Governor trying to fix his 
Gubernatorial fences with the Grangersa at 
Syracuse, with a Republiean presiding officer in 
the Assembly and a Republican presiding officer 
and practically acting Governorin the Senate. 
If these gentlemen are so desirous to become 
candidates for office three or four years from 
now why don’t they wait till the Legislature 
adjourns ?”’

THURLOW GUN. 


THE TEST TO BE MADE TO-DAY AT 


THE PROVING GROUNDS. 
ANNAPOLIS,’ Md., Feb. 6.—The second of the 
two cast steel 6-ineh guns authorized by theact of 
Congress of March 3, 1887, will be tested at the 
Naval Ordnanee Proving Grounds to-morrow. 


It is a 6-ineh breeeh-loading rifle, made of 
@pen hearth ateel, east by the Standard Steel 
Casting Company of Thurlow, Penn. Its 
length is 195 inches, weight 13,125 pounds, 
diameter across breech 22.2 inches, diameter of 
bere 6 inches, diameter of chamber 7.5 inches, 
weight of sheli 100 pounds, weight of powder 
charge 484 pounds. 

The ammunition Is the same as is used in the 
regular naval 6-inon rifles, The law requires 
that this gun shall stand the statutery-test 
which all other guns must pass, viz., 10 rounds, 
with full charge, fired as rapidly as possible. 

Tne gun will be mounted on oid-fashioned 
wooden snip’s carriage, the slide of which js in- 
clined up to the rear 60 aa to allow the gun to 
run out again after the recoil. Bomb proofs 
erected in the rear will serve to protect the 
spectators, while a structure of logs and sand 
bags on each side of and over the gun will pre- 
vent injury to other guns on the platform from 
their dangerous neighbor, The test will be con- 
dueted py Lieut.-Commander James H. Dayton, 
United States Navy, assisted by Lieuts. F. A. 
Wilner and VY. 8. Nelson and Ensign R. B. 
Dashiell. The firing will.be witnessed by rep- 
resentatives of the Steel Casting Cempany, the 
owners of the gun, apd many naval officers 
trem the Academy. A mound of earth 100 
yards in front ef the gun and 60 feet thick will 
serve to arrest the flight of the shell.

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SUSPENDED BY MAY¢4& ROOHE. 


CHICAGO’S ACCUSED POLICE OFFICERS 
RELIEVED FROM DUTY. 

CurcaGco, Feb. 6.—Asa result of the crusade 
begun Jan. 3 by the Chicago Jimes against cer- 
tain officers of the Police Department of this 
city Mayor Roche this evening erdered the 
suspension of John Bonfield, Inspector and 
Chief Detective; Michael J. Schaack, Captain 
of Police in charge of the East Chicago Pre- 
cinct, the chief precinct on the north side, and 
Jacob Loewenstein, a patrolman assigned to 
duty as a detective. 

The three officers made a final appeal to the 
Mayor this evening, but were told that the 
decree would not be altered. Acting upon in- 
structions from the Mayor Mr. Hubbard, the 
Genveral Superintendent of Poliee, immediately 
iscued the erder suspending the three men from 
duty. In his letter to Superintendent Hubbard 
the Mayer recites the fact that charges 
bave been made against the three mem- 
bers ef the department, that suits have been 
instituted to determine their truth or falsity, 
that the courts have refused to expedite the 


suits, and that he has failea in an effort to have 
the evidence against the men submitted toa 
commission by the decision of which he might 
be governed. He then says: 

“It being for the best interests of the depart- 
ment and necessary for the welfare of the citizens 
tnat the efficiency of the police system be not im- 
paired, therefore, as thefofficial head of the Police 
Department of the city of Chicago, I hereby in- 
struct you to relieve from duty Inspector hu 
Bonfield, Capt. Michael J. Schaack, and Patrolman 
Jacob Loewenstein until ample time has been given 
for a judicial determination of the matter or the 
charges have been disproved.” 

The action taken by the Mayor is the fruit of 
an exceedingly vigorous and well-managed fight 
made by the times against Bonfield, Schaack, 
and Loewenstein. Since its incepuon 
the paper has shown that under the ad- 
ministration of Bonfleid gambling, which 
Was suppressed when :Mr. Roche became 
Mayor, bas been freely permitted; tnat dives of 
the worst kind have been openly conducted in 
the heart of the city; that houses of ill repute 
have flourished under police protectien; that a 
prosperous agency of the Louisiana lottery 
was operated nearly across the street from Po- 
lice Headquarters, and that corruption existed 
in i ccaelmmaman to a degree hitherto unsus- 
pected. 

The accused officers have sought in every 
way to ward off the action takcn to-night, and 
the Mayor has been subjected to tremendous 
pressure of a political nature toinduce him to 
leave the three men alone.’ That he has finally 
suspended them is to his credit,though his delay 
in sodoing has,in the eyes of many, put in 
question his sincerity and devotion to public in- 
terests. 

Bontield, Schaack, and Lowenstein have 
brought civil and criminal suits against tne 
Times and its editors, and they have striven in 
every way to learn the nature of the evidence 
against them which the /imes has in hand. 

The Grand Jury, which elosad its labors Mon- 
day last, failed to indiet Messrs. West and Dun- 
lap of the Times, against whom suite for crim- 
inal libel have Deen brought, and on the same 
day Judge HKaker denied a motion to advance 
the civil suits on the calendar, which, if grant- 
ed, would have compelled the paper to preduce 
in those suits evidenee properly belonging to 
the defense in the criminal prosecutions, 

The victories thus far belong to the paper and 
the suspension of the tnree officers gives a de- 
cidedly tangible character to the fruits thus far 
gathered. 


THE FLAG AGAIN INSULTED. 


A WHALING VESSEL BOARDED AND 


SEIZED BY PORTUGUESE, 

NEW-BEDFORD, Mass., Feb. 6.—Another insult 
to the American flag has been offered, this time 
by the Portuguese. The information has just 
reached this place, although the ineident oc- 
curred the 1st of October, 1888. 

The whaling vessel Mary Frazer of Edgarton, 
while on the high seas was overhauled, 
searched, and later was seized and was taken 
into port. The Captain was fora time and still 
is, as far as known, virtually a prisoner, and 
has not the means to return to this country. 
The story, told on good authority, 1s 
that the Mary Frazer landed members of 
her crew at Cahditas, Pico, where their families 
While ashore 
Capt. Lapham was asked how much tobacco he 
had stowed away on board the bark, and stated 
innocently that he had 11 boxes, containing 
100 pounas, possibly a Tittle more. The bark 
was at this time on the high seas, Capt. Lap- 
ham returned to his vessel and eruised about, 
awaiting the return of his men from the island. 

He was several miles off shore when the Portu- 
guese appeared. An armed crew boarded the 
Mary Frazer and deciared they must be in- 
formed how much tobaceo was in the Captain’s 
possession. The Captain, upon investigation, 
stated that he had 11 boxes, welghing 
200 pounds. He entered a strong protest 
against the action of the Portuguese officials. 
He delared that the vessel was outside 
the jurisdiction of any Portuguese man-of-war, 
then being miles out at sea. He pointed tothe 
fiying American fiag, and asked the authority of 
the boarding gparty. The armed Portuguese 
gave no reply. but searched the vessel, only to 
tind that Capt. Lapham had told the truth about 
the tobacco. 

One of the sailors onthe Mary Frazer in- 
formed the Portuguese oificials that near Flores 
some of the tobacce had been sold by the 
Americans. Capt. Lapham explained that the 
Bale Was madé op the high seas, far from land, 
and that 1t wasnone of the business ef any 
Portuguese officiul, 

The armed foreigners then leftthe bark, but 
it was not long before they returned. The 
Portuguese gunboat <Acor seized the Mary 
Frazer, manned her with armed men, and 
towed her into the harbor of Faysal. 

Capt. Lapham has been a prisoner, or prac- 
tically a prisoner, ever since, For several days 
he was confined aboard, then he was allowed to 
go ashore under guard at the permission of the 
Portuguese commander. Security of $400 was 
demanded to insure the appearance of the Cap- 
tain when wanted. In reality he was placed 
under bonds, and being unabie to furnish them, 
was kept on the island. 

The civil proceedings were outrageous under 
the circumstances. First the Mary Frazer was 
tined $200 (Portuguese money) by customs offi- 
cials. It was held by these officials that a false 
manifest had been given by Capt. Lapham. A 
tine of $300 was inflicted on Capt. Lapham be- 
cause of his sale of tobacco on the high seas. The 
place of seizure was off the Azores, some 10 
miles from Pica. ‘he date was Oct. 3, 1888. 

Attempts to settle the matter with Justice 
Have so farfailed. Anappeal to the officials 

at Lisbon was made by the United States Con- 
sul, but it was of noavail. Permisston to appeal 
would ouly be granted on a deposit of $7,000 
in cold cash. The Consul-General saw no 
other way than to let the local officials take 
possession of the bark and then to seek redress 
through the Government which he represents. 
That he hasdone. At last aceounts the Ameri- 
cans were still on the island. They have suffered 
loss of money, time, and many indignities. The 
‘vessel has been detained, to the great loss of her 
owners. The Captain and his men are without 
means. 


A BIG SOHEME

tion of the Michigan Gas Company were filed 
to-day in the office ofthe Secretary of State at 
Lansing. The oapital stock is $1,000,000, 
which is the limit of capitalization in this State. 
The shares are $50 each, and are owned by 
Isaac B. Newcomb of the banking firm at 54 
Wall-street, New-York; Eugene Kelly, banker, 
of New-York; Charles Frey, President of the 
Bank of New-York; H. B. Hollis, another Wall- 
street banker; John Byrne, prominent in rall- 
road and financial eireles, and F. 8 Smith, both 
ef New-York, and J. M. Clark of Detroit. The 
gentlomen named dre also Directors of the com- 
pany. 

The officers so far elected are: President— 
Isaac B. Newcomb; Secretary—John Byrne. 
The company expects to have a capital of 
$3,000,000, and will probably ask the Legis- 
lature for an enabling act te increasoé its capital 
stock to that figure. [f that is not deemed ad- 
visable they will organize a pipe line company 
to keep within the law. 

The object of the company is to bring natural 
gas from the recently-discovered flelds in Ohio 
to this city.

‘THE STRIKE. IN ‘ BROOKLYN 
DECLARED OFF. 

DRIVERS AND CONDUCTORS RENOUNCS 
ALLEGIANCE TO THE KNIGHTS OF 
LABOR AND ARE TAKEN BACK. 

The strikers on ‘* Deacon” Richardson’s 
Brooklyn surface railroads took matters inte 
their own hands yesterday, disearded the use- 
less Exeeutive Committes of District Assembly 
No, 75, and settled the tie-up in a few hours. 
The work was done by a committee, the Chair- 
wan of which sald to Mr. Richardson: 

“We are sick of this whole business, and we 
have thrown over our Executive Committes 
We have done with those fellows. Now, om 
what terms will you take us back?” 

“In the firat plaee you must leave the Knights 
of Labor,” said Mr. Richardson; “our present 
employes are not members of any organization, 
and we do not want two classes of men in our 
empley. Every man can choose for himself 
whether he will owe allegiance to the company 
that puts bread and butter in his mouth, or te 
the irresponsible organization that takesit out.” 

With this the delegation haa to return to the 
local assemblies, and a few hours later they 


were back in the company’s office prepared to 
sign an agreement to that effect. Such a docu- 
ment was drawn up and each man affixed his 
nametoit. After W. J. Richardson and N. H. 
Frost had signed for the company the strike 
was formaliy declared off and the work of tak 
ing the names ef all the old men applying for 
work was begun. Theclerks had not concludeé 
their labors at a late hour last night. Each 
conductor and driver as his turn came swore 
thathe was an American citizen and that be 
had severed his connection with the Knights of 
Labor. Be then signed a copy of the agree~ 
ment previously signed by the eommitiee. 
These men are to report for duty at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, and will be assigned: to their 
cars. Regular tratlicon the roads will be be- 
gun at 4:05 A. M. to-morrow. 

Yesterday was the thirteenth day of the 
strike, and as very few cars will be run to-day 
the roads have practically been tied up for just 
a fortnight. Tne company has lost $1,800 dur 
ing that time and the men, $1,200 a day iu 
wages. In addition the retail store keeperd 
along the various roads eiaim to have iost 
$1,000 a day, and the company bas spent in 
fighting the strike $30,000 in cash. The tie-up 
has therefore cost about $86,000. The public 
would certainly bave given $14,000 to havs 
been saved the annoyance of the past twe 
weeks, so that the stubborn determination of 
District Assembly No. 75 to compel its own 
recognition has imposed aloss on the commu- 
nity of $100,000. The personai damage inflicted 
is summed up in ome murder and seven serious 
assaults. : 

The men have gained nothing by their work. 
They will co back at the same rate of pay as 
that ruling before the tie-up, and will have te 
submit to as many “ trippers” as the company 
chooses to puton. The towboys will mot be re- 
employed at all, and none of the ola stablemen 
will be taken back, The result will break up 
the Knignts of Labor in Brookiyn as far as Un- 
skilled labor is concerned. 

No very earnest attempt was made torun 
cars yesterday, although a new road Was 
opened—that on Fifteenth-street. Not over 29 
cars were run, and passengers bad to wait-half 
an hour in some cases to get a ride. 

The State Board of.Arbitration and Mediation 
began an investigation yesterday afternoon in 
the Supervisor's chamber at the County Court 
House. “Deacon’’ Richardson was present 
with Gen. B. F. Tracy, his ceunsel, while the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of District Assembly No. 75 
was represented by Congressman-elect Thomas 
F. Magner. Secretary Rellihan of the Executive 
Committee was the ouly witness examined. He 
detailed all the preliminary conferences with 
Mr. Richardson, but said nothing of interes’ 
until Gen. Tracy took him in hand. Then he 
made statements that, practically, formed a 
corfession ef the existence of a conspiracy te 
“down” Mr. Richardson. 

The investigation will go on to-day. 


SCRAMBLING FOR WORK. 


FEW OF THE STRIKERS TAKEN BACK IN 
THIS CITY—RUNNING THE CARS. 

There were very many disappointed men 
among the street railroad strikers who took 
part in the scramble for their old places yester- 
day aiter the tie-up had been offielally deelared 
off. They nearly all applied for work, but com- 
paratively few were taken back. As a rule, 
those strikers who were again employed were 
men who have not been in the railroad business 
more than two years. Many who had been 


working on one or more roads for 10 and 20 
years, had been through several strikes, and 
had always been taken back because they knew 
how to handie a car’ in all kinds of weather, 
were yesterday curtiy told that thelr services 
were no longer required. 4 

Most of the older men who have thus lost their 
work regard the result as one of the chances ef 
war. While they philosophically accept, it they 
blame the railroad companies for diseriminat- 
ing against them because they were suspected 
of being organizers ana leaders in the strike. 
Some of them seem to be living pretty comiort- 
ably, as well as a sober, steady driver who earns 
$2 a day yearin and yearoutcan live. It was 
among these that some of the most obstinate of 
the strikers were met with. They weuld not ad- 
mit that they had been misled by selfish or de- 
signing leaders. They confined themselves to 
saying that they had simply fought and lost, 
principally on account of the interference of the 
police, whom they charged with being in the 
pay of the railread companies. 

Others, in applying for work, admitted that 
they had been misled by their leaders, who had 
represented to them that the strike would be 
won Very easily and that they would have more 
pay and fewer hours of work. They tac had 
enough ofthe fight, and all they wanted now 
was to return to their work. , 

A third class of strikers were men who, whila 
admitting that they hud been whipped, boasted 
that they had given the railroad companies @ 
hard tussle, inflicted heavy losses upon them, 
and had the pleasure of “laying out” several 
scabs. ihey were simply out one week’s pey, 
and they would soon make that up. 

The losses on both sides have been heavy. 
The men estimate their losses for the eight days 
of the tie-up at $90,000, while those of the ral- 
road companies are estimated at fully $350,00\., 
if not more. {fhe Broadway and Seventh-Ave* 
nue Railroad, it is believed, is the heaviest 
loser, the amount being estimated in the neigh- 
borbood of $100,000. 

Some ef the railroad companies have deter- 
miuea to have nothing to do with Knights of 
Labor and not to employ any union men in the 
future, Superintendeni Sisson of the Forty- 
second-Streeét and Boulevard Railroad said 

that all the old men applied for work yesterday, 
but ef the total number, 350, he took back ouly 
between 75 and 100. They told him that they 
had been misied by Magee, Who was a very 
smeeth-spoken and persuasive sort of man, but 
they now distrusted him and were sorry that they 
ever had had anything to do with him, and they 
no longer cared to beidentified with the Knights 
of Labor. These men were re-employed after 
signing a pledge that the signer would not join 
any organization that would be opposed to the 
interests of the company. 

On the Dry Dock system only a tew of the 
men were taken back. Ali the strikers on these 
lines reported for duty, but only 12 were taken 
on the Avenue B line and abeut 8 on tie 
Avenue D line. These men, who formeriy were 
on the regular list, were put on the extra list. 
The men said that they had been required to 
sign a pledge not to join.the Knights of Labor 
or any Other labor union as long as they re- 
mained in the service of the company. 

It was reperted that about 300 men, one-half 
of the number of strikers ef the Second-Avenus 
Ratlroad, were taken back without piedges, 
and of these most of them were drivers, 

At the stables of the Fourth-avenue line all 
the old mex who applied for work were formal- 
ly diseharged, and then some 60 of them were 
re-emploeyed. The company did not require the 
men to make any pledge. 

On the Sixth-avenue Railroad about50 of the 
old wen, mostly conductors, were taken back, 
and it was said that they were required to sign 
@ pledge to leave the Knights of Labor aud 
every other labor organization. 

Very few men were taken back on the Broad- 
way and Seventh-avenue Raliroad, and several 
of the old drivers were ordered to break in ne W 


men. 

Superintendent Wilson of the Eighth-avenue 
line took back about one-half of the strikers, 
mestiy drivers, who were generally put back on 
the regular list, while the new men were pub on 
the extra list. Mr. Wilson said that he would 
not the stablemen, but several of the 
latter said they knew he would change his 
mind, becausethey had fed and cared for the 
horses during the worst part of the strike, 
when hardly any one dared run through the 
lines of the strikers. Mr. Wilson is one of the 
most popular of Superintendents among rall- 
road men, who declare they would do anything 
for because he has always treated them 
fairly. 

On the Ninth-avenue line it was reported that 
120 old men. mostly drivers, had been taken 
back.

When shown into the 
room where the two bodies lay, young Mann 
was completely overcome with erlef. He 
threw himself upon the dead woman’s body, 
kiasing her hands and face, totally unmindful 
of the blood. which stained her clothing and 
face. It was some minutes before he could be 
dragged away from the body, and when hé did 
jeave her he stood up straight, his teeth set, 
his lips tightly drawn, and looked at the body 
of Bradley. Only a moment did he stand . thus, 
then with an oath he said: ‘Oh, the thief, 
villain, brate, let me get at him.” 

With this he made a rush at the body of Brad- 
ley and would doubtiess have thrown it apon 
the floor had not the officers stopped him and 
forcibly dragged him from the room. 

Mr, Maun was seen at his place of business 
after his retura from the undertager’s, and upon 
being asked if he was a relative of Mrs, Brad- 
ley auid No, that he was only a friend; that he 
had knewn her since childhood and knew all 
about ber troubles. He was yery fond ot her, 
and had repeatedly warned her against Bradley, 
telliug her that if she did not leave him and

The $100,000 to be paia 
in hy local parties is also to be deposited, and 
the fund thus secured is to be used asa atarter 
in the work of constructing the transconti- 
nental line, to extend from Sioux City to Og- 
den, and thence seuth west to Los Angeles. 

lt was the primary object of the company to 
build this season 400 miles of road east from 
Ogden to the coal fields of Wyeming, and then, 
if pushed for money, to operate these mines, in 
which it is largely interested, supplying the 
West with coal and building the road East when 
the funds were forthcoming. The finaneial 
backers of the project expressed a willingness, 
however, to begin work at this end also, pro- 
vided Sioux City wanted the road bad enough 
to suhscribe $400,000. 

This was done in a very short time, and work 
will be prosecuted from both the East and 
West, and the whole distance—963 miles—com- 
pleted inside of two years. The project has at- 
tracted considerable attention because of its 
magnitude.

WANT AN INCREASED STOCK. 

Si, Paun, Feb. 6.—Solicitor W. A. Barr of the 
Duluth and Winnipeg Road was before the Rail- 
road Commissioners this afternoon, and spoke 
in suppert of the application of his road for an 
increase in capital stock from $5,000,000 to 
$8,750,000. The articles of the association, Mr. 
Barr said, were granted in 1877, permitting 
them to build a road from Duluth to the bound- 
ary line between the Lake of the Woods and the 
Red River. They commeneed building under 


the expectation ef enjoying thé State swamp 
land grant of 10 seotiens per mile. They found 
that such & grant was doubtful. The construe- 
tion of the road began in 1880, but on aceount 
of diseouragement they were compelled to stop 
building for a short time. 

They now, propose to finish the construction 
of the read; but they find that many changes 
are necessary, all of which help to increase 
their expenses. A lower grade must be mado 
than formerly deeided upon; a better grade of 
Taila must be used and the line must be in- 
creased in length within this State by 350 
miles. Tho Duluth terminal facilities, they 
tind, will cost some $2,000,000, and taking into 
consideration that the swamp land grants are 
doubtful, the read makes a petition that the 
articles of the association be amended aceord- 
ingly. Unless it is so granted Mr. Barr claims 
that the read must be conducted upon a less ex- 
pensive plan, and in fact he fears that it will be 
impossible to obtain means for building unless 
they have the power of issuing stock and 
securities to the amount of $45,000 per mile. 


NOT SATISFIED WITH THE PLAN.. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 6.—The Committee on Reor- 
ganization of the Central Traffic Assoeiation 
met to-day to prepare a report to ke presented 
tothe meeting of managers to-morrow. The

PIG-IRON WARRANTS. 


OPPOSITION TO THE SPECULATIVE 
SCHEME BY RICH IRON MAKERS. 

Although the $2,000,000 capital stock of 
the American Pig Iron Storage Company has been 
subscribed for by wealthy iron dealers, railroad 
men, and bankers, the project of throwing pig- 
iron warrants on the market does not meet 
with the approval of allof the iron mannufact- 
urers. Many of the largest and financially 
strong iron companies will have nothing to de 
with the scheme for the reason that they regard 
it as more of a measare to bolster up weak con- 
corns than of benefit to ine iron trade generally. 

It 1s recognized that the issuing of warrants 
on pig iron in storage will enable some of the 


struggling Sonthern iron manufaeturers to pile 
up their iron and raise mosey thereon without 
waiting for the cunsumers’ demand. The nego- 
tiation of the warrants will also stimulate spec- 
ulation and pela she Metal Exchanges. 

Mr. B. G, Clarke of the Thomas Iron Company 
said yesterday that he did not believe the manu- 
facturers of pig iren who are financially in 
good ahape will care te go into this scheme. 
“This is not a newplan,” said he. “It was 
proposed to us about a year axo. It evidently 
emanates fromthe Sonth. The Southern iron 
producers are impeeunions, and this is a scheme 
to raise monéy on eertificates. It may be that 
those certificates will seli, but I doubt it. The 
#u0ceas of this project Would resultin keeping the 
prices of pig iron low, for, ef course, when it 
is Knewn that therais a large stock on hand, 

rises will go down, That eertainiy wen't 
help the producer. In Scotiand they are satis- 
fied to makea shilling aten profit, but that 
would not do here.” 

Glaueing over the list of stockholders of the 
new company, Mr. Clarkegaid: ‘They oertainly 
bave some strong names here; nevertheless I 
fo not think the strong tron manufacturers 
will pay any attention to the acheme.” 

Among the stockholders are Drexel, Mergan 
& Co., H. O. Armour, J. H, Flagler, George 8. 
Coe, and J, D. Probst of this city. George H. 
Hiull, an energetic iron werchant of Leuisville, 
is President, and Logan ©. Murray, President 
of the United States National Bank, is Treas- 
urer. Mr. William Libbey, formerly of the firm 
of A. T. Stewart & Co., is Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Five per cent. of the cap- 
ital steck has already been paid in, and it is ex- 
pected that active operations will be begup by 
the company within a few weeks. 

The plan of the company is to eontract with 
iron furnace companies for a period of years, 
each company stipulating that it will not place 
any iron sgainet which warrants are to be 
iasued in the hande of any otney company. 
Storage yards ore te be established at the fur- 
nadces and the storage company acts as the 
responsible custodian ef the iron. The pro- 
ducer ia at liberty to store any part er none of 
his makein the yards. For what he does store 
he must puy & yardage of 25 sents a ton and 2 
cents @ ton per month carrying charges. Mach 
warrant issued by the company oalla for 100 
tons of pig iron of a specified brand and grade, 
delivered free on board cars in the yard named 
in the warrant. Each warrant is to be regis- 
tered by a New-York trust company. 

The projeetors ot this scheme hope to get the 
warrants listed in the New-York Stock Ex- 
change. It is intimated that the presence of go 
raany New-York bankers among the steok- 
holaers of the new company is due to the fact 
that large sums ef New-York capital are in- 
vested in Southern tron mines, and the Northern 
capitalists are anxious to do what they can to 
lift the Soutbern mines inte presperity. 

Mr. Hugh W. Adams, the heaa of a firm that 
represents several large and solid iron com- 
panies, was found in his office at 56 Pine-street 
yesterday. He spoke of the pig-iron warrant 
Scheme as foliows: “I do net think the scheme 
presen so far as the consumer is concerned. 
No man will want to buy 100 tons of iron on 
paper without knowing what he is going to get. 
Suppose a mistake is made in the delivery—who 
is to rectify the mistake? I don’t understand 
that the storage company proposes to be re- 
sponsible for mistakes. 

“ Another diffieulty about buying and selling 
iron by means of warrants is that there is no 
etundard of grading which would apply to all 
furnaces. There are so many @ifferens classifi- 
cations of pigiron that to attempt to deal in 
them ali with one ferin of certificate would cer- 
tainly lead te confasion. This soheme may have 
the effect of temporarily putting up the priee of 
pig iren by piling up the commodity in the stor- 
\26 yards, but im the long run it will be a men- 
«ce to the trade and will cause trouble.” 


DESEETERS ON A RAFT. 


eet Pare 
PICKED UP IN THE SOUND—ONE RE- 


VIVED AND THE OTHER DEAD. 


The Sound steamer Old Colony at 8:30 
o’elock yesterday morning was passing the 
New-Haven lighthouse on its trip to this city, 
when a small rait with two men lying on it was 
seen bobbing about ata lively rate on the sea 
the keen northwest breeze was kickingup. The 
engines were stopped, and Second Mate Sulll- 
van, with five of bis men, put off in a boat to 
reseue the unfortunate pair. Only one of them, 
the younger and smaller of the two, was able to 
speak as the boat came up. He was in a half- 
Kneeling positieu in the centre of the rafi and 
80 cgyered with the frozen salt spray that he was 
unaie tomove. The other man was stretched at 
leagth along the edge ef the frail structure, 
which was even then breaking up, with only his 
bead above water, and was inscnsible, 

The younger man, who gave his name as 
Leander Kaidron, was taken into the boat first. 
The rescuing party, when they came to lift 
bis companion in, found that his feet were 
lashed to the raft, and they had just out 
the fastenings away when the structure parted 
and floated off in pieces. The two men were 
taken to the steamboat as quickly as possible 
and, under proper treatment, Kaldroa was 
thawed out, but nis friend, whom he only knew 
as ‘* Bill,” died in delirium half an hour later. 

Kaldron teld bis rescuers that ne was one 
of the crew of the schooner John F. Kranz, 
Capt. McDonald, that left New-York on Mon- 
day morning for Port Elizabeth, Africa. The 
mate of the vessel, Harrison by name, ill treated 
the dead man on the way up the Sound, he 
said, and the food Was not exactly to his (Kal- 
dron’s) liking, so when head winds made the 
schooner put into New-Haven Harbor they and 
two of their mates determined to desert. They 
made araft Tuesday evening of fenders and 
such odd pieces of wood as were lying around 
the deck, and prepared to start for shore at @1 
o’olock, but it proved toe light to bear all four of 
them and only he and “ Biil’’ ventured. They 
went away in fine style on the streng flood thie 
until they were within a quarter of a mile of the 
shore, when & strong borthwest wind, besides 
chilling them tu the bone, drove them out into 
the Seund. 

They sven beoame drenched from the blinding 
rain and sleet and snow squall that speedily set 
in and from the waves that broke over the edgo 
of the raft, and toward worning * Bill” went 
crazy from his sufferinge. He tried to jump 
overboard, but Kaldron managed te tie his feet 
te the raft and kept him still by kneeling on his 
body. Their struggle weakened the already 
frail fastenings of the raft and it threatened to 
go to picces at almostany moment. Kaldren 
saw asioop go by just after sunrise and did bis 
Dest to hail it, but he was too weak to throw his 
voice far aud the sloop sailed past. He had just 
about given up when the boat from the Old Col- 
na pieked them up. 

aldron Was taken to the Chambers-Street 
Hospital when the steamboat reached her dock, 
and he bids fair to be as wellas ever in @ day 
or two. His unfertunate friend’s name was 
found to be William Barentieim. He was a 
German, 32 years of age, and single, aud boarded 
at 52 Market-street. He was deeply: in debt to 
his landlord, and ttrned over his $30 advance 
money to him befere ho sailed. James E. Brett 
of 43 South-strest. the owner ef the schooner’s 
cargo, said yesterday that Capt. McDonald was 
one ef the best Captaina in the service, and had 
anything but the reputatien of being a brutal 
“ommander. 


DR, REYNOLDS ON TRIAL.

THEY WORKED IN SEORBT. 


THAT ALLEGED BRAZILIAN COUNTER- 
’ FEITING SCHEME. ; 

United States Commissioner Allen began 
yosterday the examination of Charles Miller, 
Asa A. Paeker, and John Simpson, the men 
arrested in Brooklyn charged with attempting 
to counterfeit Brazilian five and ten mil reis 
notes. United States District Attorney Wilber 
and his assistant, Mr. Devenney, proseontad, 
while A. R. Dyett appeared for Simpson and 
Samuel Morria for Packerand Miller. After 
Theodore A. Freeland, manager of the American 
Bank Note Company, had identified tne notes 
found in Miller’s house as genuine Brazilian 
money, Adam Marshall, a photographer ef 322 
Jay-street, was put on the stand, It was 
through him that the police got on the track of 
the prisoners. 

Mr. Marshall said that Simpson called en him 
three months ago, and was 80 anxious to see 
him alone that he persuaded him to go out to a 
saloon. On the atreet Miller and Packer met 
them and all four wentinto the baek room of a 
neighboring liquor stere. Great secrecy was 
displayed until Simpson ascertained that Mar- 
shall knew all about photo-engraving and had 
explained the process, whereupon Marshall was 
told that he was expected to make plates of 
bank bills. Several meetings were held, and on 
Jan. 14 the witness went to Miller’s home at 73 
Third-place. He found allof a ye ly iy ln 
paraphernalia there, but no camera. few 
days iater he was told to call atSimpsen’s priut- 
ing office, on Twenty-third-street, near Third- 
averue, New-York. 

Simpsen was there with a boy, and he at once 
sent the boy out. Then he produced the Bra- 
zilian notes, the same that were afterward 
photographed, and explained that he wanted 
negatives efthem. He promised te pay Mar- 
shall $3 a day while he worked, and to give him 
a handsome present when all was finished. 
Miller explained that great carte should be 
taken with the ten-mli-rela note, but he didn’t 
care much about the five. 

On Jan. 19 the witness became alarmed about 
the matter and informed Police Superintendent 
Campbell. He was tola to contiuue his visits 
te Milleor’s and did so. Twodays later he told 
Miller of his fears, aud the latter said: ‘ You 
have nothing to fear. I am running all the 
risk.” While making a negative on that date 
the door bell rang, and Miller, in great fear 
carried the frame of the camera away and nid 
it between the mattresses of abed. When the 
caller had gone Miller said the work must be 
hurried up, and added: “The plates will never 
remain in thie house a single night.” 

That frightened Marshall, and he refused to 
go near Miller's house, bat Miller, Simpson, and 
Packer hunted him up sgcain and finally induced 
him to go on with the work. iller promised 
if the plates were successful to give Marshall a 
gold wateh and $15. On Jan. 21 the seven neg- 
atives found by the police were taken, and 
while the work was being done Miller had all 
doors locked and bolted. 

This concluded Marshalls direct testimeny, 
all of which was introduced mainly to show the 
areat secrecy dispiayed bythe prisoners and 
their evident knowledge that they were doing a 
criminal aet. The witness was cross-examined 
by Mr, me go and admitted that no eounterfeit 
notes had been made or could be made from his 
negatives except by along and tedious procesa.

It was decided to reduee (the number of the 
Jxecutive Committes to 11. William Milligan 
of Philadelphia, Alexander Dunlap of Chicago, 
and H. P. Hallof Syracuse were appointed a 
committee on the next annual conference. The 
Tariff Committee reported that 1t had urged 
upen Congress the necessity of increasing the 
tariff on ready-made clothing from 45 to 75 per 
cent, The report was adopted and the eommit- 
tee was authorized to preceed with the work 
of having the tariff increased. 

It was urged that the subordinate Exchanges 
should establish trade schools in their respect- 
ive cities and sheuld create trade school funds 
for that purpose. The enly American trade 
school for tailors besides the one in Baltimore 
is that in New-York, which was established in 
March, 1887, and is now self-supporting. It 
was argued that these schools would do awa 
with the importation of swedish and Sout 
European tailors,and would open up an at- 
tractive and remunerative field for American 
hoys. 

With regard to the relations between employ- 
ers and employes, it was agreed te adupt a sys- 
tem of conferences for the adjustment of differ- 
onees, 

The eonvyention adjourned until 10 o’elock 
this morning, when the election of officers for 
the ensuing year will be held. An offer to 
photograph the eonvention in a body at the 
training school this afternoon was accepted. 
Last nightathe delegates with their wives and 
friends attended a performance of “The Old 
Homestead” at the Academy of Musie. To-day 
will be the last of the convention.

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THE NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE DIS- 


CUSSING THE AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM. 

TRENTON, WN. J., Feb, 6.—The bill for the adop- 
tion of the Australian system of voting had a 
lengthyhearing befere Mr, Heppenheimer’s com- 
mittee this afternoon. The Assembly Chamber 
‘was filled with interested auditors, and the ad- 
Gresses deferred the opening of the afternoon 
session of the Heuse half an hour. Mr. Reid 
Gordon acted as master of ceremonies on behalf 
of the Electoral Reform Association of the 
State, and the main arguments were made by 
President Merril E. Gates of Rutgers College 
and Herbert Boggs, the eounsel in Newark of 
the association. Other speeches were by John 
O’Keofe of the Executive Beard of the Knights 


of Labor, and by Messrs, Breom and Applegate 
ef South Amboy, 

Tho bill under discussion was said by the 
orators to combine all the good features of the 
voting systems all over the country. The argu- 
ment was that the secret, ballot assured would 
deatroy bribery and intimidation, for, 1t was 
urged, no man will take the trouble to buya 
yots that he cannot see delivered. 

The bill provides that when a party at the 
next previous election polis 5 per cent. of the 
total vote it ahall be the duty of its convention 
officers to send to the Secretary of State, if the 
elcction bea State electinn, or to the City or 
Township Clerk, if the election be a local one, a 
full list of candidates. For a State election 
these lists are to be sent to the Mayor or shief 
township officer all over the State, and 
all the names ef all the candidates of all 
parties are to be printed on a single ballot. 
At clection time the ballots are to 
be sent by the City or Township 
Clork to each pelling place. They are first to be 
counted, hywever, and the election officers are 
to account, in their returns, for each ballot. 
The polling piaee is to have apartments for the 
seclusion of votera while preparing their bal- 
lote. The voter is to enter a compartment anid 
to callfera ballot. The election officer is to in- 
dorse it so thatno counterfeit or bogus ballot 
can be deposited. When the voter receives it 
he is to mark an Xopposite the names of the 
candidates he wishes te vote for; ‘and is to say 
and see, after felding his ballot, that it}is de- 
posited in the ballot box. If he spoils his ballot 
he is to hand it back to the election officer and 
receive another. 

The two houses were barren of mattors of 
interest to-day. A breeze was looked for over 
Mr, Feeney’s bill submitting the water question 
to a vote of the people, which had been made 
the special order for this afternoon, but Mr. 
Feeney was not in his seat. He had been at a 
ball the night before, and at about the time his 
billwas to have come up he was asleep at the 
Ameriean House. The Sergeant-at-Arms was 
sent for him, but at4o’clock he had not been 
produeed, and the House adjourned without 
waiting for him. 

A biil of similar import,introduced by Mr. 
MeDermitt, went through yesterday witheut 
any protest, but it was defeetive because it 
provided no machinery for the takiug of the 
vote, so Mr, Feeney’s bill was substituted for 
it, It will probably be up to-morrow. 

Mr. Edwards's Charter bill has not yet been 
introduced. He says it will prebably be intro- 
dueed Monday nieht.

Rep Bans, N. J., Feb. 6.—The Rev. Father M.

He thereupon looked up 
the second one, and went to the rectory, where 
he had a very execliting in'erview with the 

riest. Mr. Walsh says the priest positively re- 
used to refund any of the money, and when 
Mr. Walsh told him that he had no right to ex- 
tort money from his parishioners in such a 
manner tha priest ordered him to leave the 
house. The priest saia Mr. Walsh was notmueh 
of a Catholic any way, and as he had not been 
very liberal in his donations to the chureh he 
would keep the money.

It was an unusual incident in the Hous 
of Representatives yesterday when thefinal 
passage ofthe bill to incorporate the Mari- 
time Canal Company of Nicaragua by a 
vote-of 177'to 60 was greeted with “ vocif- 
erous.applause.”

Comparatively small 
as the opposition proved to be, it has 
been very active and persistent, and 
its spirit and methods have raised the 
suspicion that it was “interested.” The 
siall contingent in this country involved 
in the Panama‘scheme, those interested in 
the Eads Tehuantepec project, and the 
transcontinental railroads have regarded 
with disfavor the prospect for a canal. 
across Nicaragua, and these interests have 
not failed to find representation in Con- 
gress. The efforts of the opposition were 
directed to destroying the bill by amend- 
ments, but those that were really mis- 
chievous were stricken outin the confer- 
ence, and the company will have a charter 
that will not hamper it instead of promot- 
ing its purposes. 








The good fortune of Mr. WANAMAKER 
and the example of ‘‘Tom” PLATT are pro- 
ducing their legitimate results. Mr. Har- 
RISON is being besieged by a crowd of ap- 
plicants for Cabinet positions, who ignore 
entirely any notion the; President-elect 
may have as to their fitness for the posi- 
tions they seek, and who press their claims 
very mueh.as used to be the fashion of in- 
spectors of customs or doorkeepers of the 
House of Representatives. The latest 
specimens of this class are among 
the most revolting, They are “Judge” 
THURSTON of Nebraska, who made 
himself notorious by his speech as tempo- 
rary Chairman of the Chicago Convention, 
and ex-Gov.

Fee erin eecereareiaeeeeene! 

A new bill has been framed this year and 
has been introduced in the Assembly by 
Gen. BATCHELLER, having for its ultimate 
purpose the transfer of the care of all in- 
gane persons to the State. It provides for 
dividing the State into asylum districts, 
each to contain one of the State asylums 
for the insane, and for the necessary in- 
crease of accommodations, and the transfer 
thereafter to such asylums of all insane 
pationts now cared for in poorhouses or 
county asylums. New-York, Kings, and 
Monroe Counties are excepted, but may 
avail themselves of fhe provisions of the act 
whenever they may see fit to doso on trans- 
ferring their own asylums to the State. The 
entire care of the insane would then become 
a State charge and the whole expense would 


the counties. This would merely readjust 
the burden on the same general body of 
taxpayers without necessarily increasing 
the aggregate expense, though New-York, 
, Kings, and Monroe Counties, unless they 
came into the scheme, would have to pay 
‘their share toward the support of the State 
asylums in addition to taking care of their 
owninsane. The main purpose of the pro- 
} posed change is to secure adequate and 
proper treatment for all insane persons 
under State authority and doaway with the 
evils and abuses of the local systems, which 
are very great. Humanity and public poliey 
alike demand the change. 


Ameng the curiosities of the office seek- 
er’s politics may be reckoned the fuss-that 
is now being made over the question of 
the right of Mr. THEODORE BABCOCK to act 
as Secretary of the Civil Service Examining 
Board in the Custom House. Mr. J. A. 
Mason is the regular Secretary, and is sick. 
Mr. Bascock has been named to act in 
his place by the commission-at Wash- 
ington. It is now claimed that at the 
meeting of the board at which the 
letter was written to the commission giving 
information of Mr. Mason’s illness, there 
was not a quorum present. Ergg all the 
appointments made on certificate signed by 
Mr. BABCOCK are illegal, and when the new 
Collector takes office these appointments 
ean be regarded as null and void. Is there 
any pursuit under the heavens that makes 
men quite so stupidly greedy as the pursuit 
of public place? 








The Belt Line of horse cars rejoices in a 
‘President who can write vigorous letters to 
the Mayor about-the duty of protecting his 
road. Indeed, he displays more energy in 
that than in securing the running of cars. 
There was nothing yesterday to prevent the 
road from running without invoking the 
police. Yet even the very important part 
of it that connects the east and west sides 
of the city at Fifty-ninth-street could not 
be properly said to'be in operation. This 
is much the most important part of the 
road, since there is no substitute for 
it. For nearly a mile below and for 
more than two miles above there is 
no other way of crossing the city. A dozen 
bobtail cars on this line would have saved 
the public great inconvenience, and there 
was nothing to prevent the running of such 
@ number. The cars used om this branch 
are of the bobtail kind and require bit one 
man each. There were no rioters, and there 
were some thousands of men out of work 
who would have been glad of the chance ,to 
earn a day’s wages. Writing letters charged 
with eloquent indignation may be more 
soothing to the mind than running horse 
cars, but it does not so distinctly fulfill the 
object for which the Belt Railroad was 
chartered. 








There seems to be a growing belief that 
Emperor FRANCIS JOSEPH may choose to 
declare his young granddaughter ELIza- 
BETH the heir to the throne of Austro-Hun- 
gary. Should he do this he would havea 
precedent in the famous ordinance by 
which Emperor CHARLES VI. of Germany, 
in the lack of male issue, settled the throne 
on his danghter, the Archduchess Marra 
THERESA. Since that departure from the 
Salic law was confirmed by the Dietof the 
empire and recognized as valid sooner 
or later by the leading powers it would 
hardly be strange in times a cent- 
ury and a half later if another prag- 
matic sanction were attempted. This 
possibility does not depend merely upon 
the presumed preference of the monarch 
that his own grandchild should succeed 
him, buton political considerations as to the 
wisdom of introducing upon the throne the 
children of the present heir presumptive, 
the Emperor’s brother, Archduke CHARLES 
Louis. His sons, who would be next in 
the line of succession, are children of his 
second wife, the daughter of King Ferpr- 
NANDII. Yet it may be suggested that 
there is also not overmnch to be expected 
from a child of Prince RUDOLPH.

THE CABLE RAILROAD SCHEME. 


The men behind the cable railroad job 
have adepted new tactics this year in their 
efforts to set that dilapidated scheme on its 
feet again. It is represented that they are 
a new lot, with virtuous intentions, and not 
the discredited gang of former years, but 
we notice that the original schemer, 
CHaries P. SHAw, is still looking after 
the business, and he has become an 
adept in working the lobby. Instead 
ef trying to smuggle their bill in 
under false pretenses, they come out 
with a bold front and present it 
openly. With the hired assistance of Mr. 
GEORGE Buss, who is a power in the Elev- 
enth Assembly District of this city that 
aspiring young politicians dread, they have 
induced @ man of reputed integrity and 
public spiritin the person of ROBERT Ray 
HAMILTON to introduce their bill in the 
Assembly and pretend tolike it. We be- 
lieve that Mr. HAMILTON means to be hon- 
est and will not countenance corrupt meth- 
ods, but he is making a perilous use of his 
good reputation: when he consents to have 
it employed to back up this scheme in the 
Legislature. 

Mr. HAMILTON professes confidence in the 
character of the men who are now inter- 
ested in the cable project; he professes to 
believe that their purposes are all right, 
that their scheme isa good one, that the bill 
contains safeguards for the. public inter- 
ests, and that it is not to’ be promoted by 
corruption. In all this he only shows how 
mental views may be distorted. and the con- 
science benumbed by political pressure 
from a dreaded ‘“‘ boss.” Ifleftto his own 
inclination, we are sure that. he 
would have taken a different view 
of his duty as a representative of 
this city. The main consideration in 
all this business is that the cable project, 
set right down upon its merits, regardless 
of the men behind it or the means used to 
promote it, is not a. good thing for the city 
and is not wanted ‘by its people or its 
authorities.. It would be a new obstacle in 
the way of rapid transit, which tis so much 
needed. No single step in this scheme from 
the day of its inception to this moment has 
been taken in response to a public demand,

who desire to make profit from the use of 
our streets. 

The scheme originated with certain Stand- 
ard Oil Company capitalists whose chief 
agent was CHARLES P,SHaw. He got up 
the petition for the appointment of the 
Rapid Transit Commission in 1883, and it 
was virtually a petition in the interest of 
the cable schemers and not in the interest of 
the public. Three of the five Commission- 
ers appointed were secured in their behalf 
and the other two resigned rather than ap- 
prove the plans when they had been devel- 
oped. One of the three who remained be- 
came Secretary of the Cable Company when 
it was incorporated, and Saw, who had 
acted as counsel for the commission, be- 
came counsel for the company. The routes 
laid out and the privileges granted were pre- 
cisely those asked for by the projectors, and 
in several points existing law was violated 
to suit them. SHaAw appeared at Albany in 
1884 against the General Surface Railread 
bill, and is reputed to have used corrupt 
means in an effort to defeat it that the 
eable project might have a clearer field. 
Property owners along the proposed lines 
protested vigorously against the elevated 
and surface roads, and there was no hope of 
getting their consent. Twe. successive 
Boards of Aldermen refused the consent of 
the “local autherities,” and when it was 
granted by a third under suspicions of cor- 
rupt inducement the resolution was veteed 
by Mayor GRACE. 

Of the three Commissioners appointed by 
the Supreme Court to determine in lieu of 
the consent of property owners whether 
the public interests demanded the construc- 
tion of the roads, two were believed to be 
‘interested in the scheme. -One had been a 
petitioner fer the Commission under the 
Rapid Transit act and bondsman for one of 
them, and another, Mr. Wixi1aM C. TRAP- 
HAGEN, has been notoriously in the serv- 
ice of the cable crowd ever since. 
After eight months of spasmodic hear- 
ings, in which the: strongest testimony 
was against the project, a report 
was made laboriously in its favor, which 
the Supreme Court refused to cenfirm on 
the ground that the public interests would 
not be served by the constraction of the 
proposed roads, and on the further ground 
that the incorporation of the Cabie Com- 
pany was invalid. This latter conclusion 
was afterward sustained by the Court of 
Appeals. Since then efforts have been 
made to induce the Legislature to rehabili- 
tate the shattered concern and secure for 
it privileges which it cannot get under ex- 
isting laws. 

For five years a]1 the forces of public sen- 
timent and of interest in real rapid transit 
have been fighting kgainst this scheme. Now, 
when it onght to be dead beyond all hope 
of resuscitation, when there is some chance 
for getting genuine rapid transit, if no new 
obstacles are putin the way, the ghost of 
this old job arises and asks the Legislature 
to.give it new life and force itupon thecity 
in spite of its resistance. New capitalis said 
to be behindit, new legal ana political talent 
is hired to help it along, and an effort is 
made to get honest legislators to lend their 
names to give it an air of respectability. 
Mr. Hamitron, who has been winning 
golden opinions for standing up bravely 
against jobs and fighting for the interests 
of this city against. corrupt. and selfish 
assaults, has succumbed and consented 
to help on this outrage. It is a dis- 
heartening spectacle, but it is to 
be hoped that the Legislature will 
heed the voice of the people of this city, 
and regard their wishes and their in- 
terests in spite of the humiliating submis- 
sion of the honorable member from the 
Murray Hill district. It should refuse te 
resurrect the cable scheme, because it 
ought never to have lived, and, having once 
with much difficulty been slain, should be 
left to ‘tlie in cold obstruction and to rot.” 











SCHOOL REFORM. 


We givein our columns this morning a 
portion of the memorial of the Publie Edu- 
cation Society to the (Board of Educa- 
tion at its meeting last evening. We heart- 
ily wish that the full report could be in the 
hands of every father or mother having 
children in the public schools in New-York, 
and we trust that the association will un- 
dertake to distribute it as widely as pos- 
sible. Its value consists in the clearness 
with which it gives in relatively compact 
form the chief facts as to school accommo- 
dation, modes of instruction, and school 
administration. The evils of the first two of 
these matters are very great. We do not be- 
lieve that they can be remedied thoroughly 
without a radical change in the last one, 
and this can be brought about only by: the 
spread of correct knowledge among the 
people mest directly interested. It may be 
assumed that parents with children in the 
schools have so direct an interest in their 
management that they will inform them- 
selves regardingit. Unfortunately in point 
of fact thisis not true. On the contrary 
the greater number of parents are inclined 
to take the schools as_ they are, just as the 
greater number of people are inclined to 
take most things in daily life, as they come 
without seriously asking themselves if they 
might be improved, and without special 
aptitude for devising methods of improve- 
ment even if they see that improvement is 
needed. 

The most obvious evil in the schools, and 
the one to which public attention has been 
most often called, is the want of sufficient 
and proper accommodation for the younger 
children, usually termed the primary 
scholars. According to the figures given in 
the memorial there is an average attend- 
ance of 150,000 pupils in the public schools 
of this city. These consist of nearly two- 
thirds primary pupils and one-third gram- 
mar scholars, or 95,000 of the former and 
55,000 of the latter, and it must be remem- 
bered that the primary schools, despite this 
very large attendance, cannot accommodate 
all who are entitled to schooling. Now, 
though the primary scholars are near- 
ly two to one in proportion to the 
grammar scholars, there are 1,575 teachers 
provided for the latter and only 1,741 for 
the former. In other words, there are 
40,276 more primary than grammar schol- 
ars, and there ere only 166 more teachers 
and only 12 more “schools,” and the latter 
are by:no means always separate build- 


ag 





ings. The result is that in the sixth or 
lowest grade of the primary schools each 
teacher has an average of 86 scholars, in 
the fifth grade 58, andin the fourth grade 
56 scholars. It is absurd to suppose that 
any teacher, however gifted and skilled, 
can deal fairly with such numbers. It is 
simply impossible. And, moreover, these 
teachers are not the best, but withthe hard- 
est work to do, under the most difficult con- 
ditions, they are the youngest, least ex- 
perienced, least trained, and poorest paid 
of all. 

This is bad enough, but it is net the 
worst. It is a deliberate, incalculable, and 
enduring wrong to the children who are 
entitled to adequate instruction, and the 


great body of whom can get it in no other. 


way. But we not only starve their minds, 
wo subject their little bodies to the most 
inhuman treatment and expose their health 
and their lives to great danger. There are 
certain fixed requirements as to the space 
to be afforded to each sckolar. They are 
not observed, and they are wholly inade- 
quate if they were. In the three lower 
grades of the primary schoo!s there are re- 
quired for each child 5 square feet of floor 
space and 70 cubic feet of room. In the 
three higher grages the requirement is 
6 square feet and 80 cubic feet. But 
in the four lower grammar grades there 
are allowed 7 square feet and 90 cubic feet, 
and in the four higher grades 9 square feet 
and 100 cubic feet. By what hygienic rule 
a child of 15 years of age is supposed to 
require 100-cubic feet of air for its lungs, 
and a child of 7 to be able to get life from 
70 cubic feet no one can tell. The most 
liberal requirement is none too much for 
the smallest child. The actual requiroment 
is shamefully small. Small as it is, there 
are 185 schools in the city where it is not 
met and where the little victims of our 
evil management are poisoned with the 
polluted air from their own lungs. In some 
cases they are treated as an intelligent 
farmer would be ashamed to treat his 
young pigs. In such schools it would be 
better for the children to be driven out 
into the streets. 

The memorial gives some striking facts 
as to the course of study, the methods of 
teaching, the modes of examination, and 
the grading of the teachers. We shall not 
now recite them. We content ourselves 
with remarking that the society has 
struck at the root of the evil in the whole 
bad system when it points out that it is 
constructed from beginning to end solely 
with reference to those who go through the 
entire course, whereas 60,000 of the 150,- 
000 annual attendants on the schools leave 
the schools each year under the age of 12. 
In other words, the system is constructed in 
utter disregard of the interests and rights 
of two out of five of all who are entitled to 
consideration. Weurge with the greatest 
possible earnestness upon all of our readers 
the study of these facts. They present a 
problem and a duty second in importance 
to none that can engage the attention of 
the intelligent people of the city of New- 
York. 
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THE FAILURE OF THE STRIKE. 


Some thousands of persons have been 
fined about $15 each for their folly in quit- 
ting work in order to maintain the dignity 
and secure the “recognition” of sundry 
persons calling themselves an Executive 
Committee, each of whom has doubtless 
received much more than that sum during 
the same time, Thisis all there was of the 
strike. It is quite idle to say that it 
was a strike for higher pay or 
shorter hours. It was not a strike for 
the drivers and conductors, but for MAGEE 
and his associates. The eompanies did not 
reject any prepositions made by their men. 
They simply refused to entertain any propo- 
sitions made by MAGEE and other extra- 
neous persons who professed to represent 
their men, but with whom they had never 
made any agreement and in respect of 
whom they had no responsibility. The 
question whether what MaGrr and his 
companions proposed was just or unjust did 
not arise at all. 

That is why the strikers have received no 
sympathy from the public in their strike. 
The public is quite sufficiently disposed to 
take their side in any disputes that may 
arise. At the best, drivers and conductors 
of horse cars are not overpaid or too well 
treated, and proof that a company had vio- 
lated its agreement with its men, and that 
they had quit work on that account, would 
have availed them rauch. Nothing of that 
kind has been proved, or even stated. The 
charges of bad faith against the companies 
have been too loose and general to bear or 
to warrant an investigation.’ 

It might be hoped that the penalty of 
eight days’ pay which has been exacted of 
these foolish men should secure them 
against a ‘repetition of the conduct for 
which it is paid. Experience does not jus- 
tify this hope. Unscrupulous adventurers 
seem to find little difficulty in leading into a 
hopeless strike those with whom the remem- 
brance of an unsuccessful strike is still re- 
cent. The strike two or three years ago on 
the Third-avenus road must be well remem- 
bered by the men who took part init, and 
many offjwhom have doubtless found employ- 
ment upon other street carlines. A fine of 
eight days’ pay should be severe enough 
to administer a lesson to men whose wages 
are very close to the limit of subsistence. 
The Third-avenue strike threw the men en- 
gaged in it out of employment, not for days 
only, but fer weeks\and months, and they 
were beaten in the ond. Yet here has been 
the same kind of “ Executive Committee” 
conducting the same kind of struggle for 
“recognition,” with the help cf nearly all 
the drivers and cenducters in the city, and 
with the active assent of a majority of 
them. Ri. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that pub- 
lic sympathy either is or oughi to be on the 
side of strikers, merely as sirikgs. A man 
engaged in driving a horse car presents to 
the well-constituted mind a much more 
dignified spectacle than a man who stands 
on’ the sidewalk and throws paving stones 

athim. He is ‘‘showing his power” in a 
much more useful and commendable way. 
There is, indeed, a general presumption that 
a man will not quarrel with his bread and 
butter except for valid reasons, nor quit 
work when he has no money and no pros- 
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pect of other work, except 
pressure of an intolerable 
But the recent history of 
this’ country, especially of strikes of 
unskilled labor, has been such as to 
overthrow this presumption. It has been 
shown that hundreds and thousands of 
men will abandon their means of living 
upon the most frivolous pretexts. But the 
strikers who have now returned to work, 
upon conditions imposed by their employ- 
ers and not. by themselves, might at least 
make up their minds in future not to take 
counsel, with regard to striking, of any- 
body who has not the same interest as 
themselves inthe result. If only the com- 
panies and the men in their employ had 
been concerned, it is not likely that this 
strike would have taken place. If out- 
siders are permitted to manage affairs for 
the men there is no security that another 
equally silly strike may not be preclaimed 
next Winter.

THE SAMOAN CONFERENCE. 


Wherever held, and whether in form a 
new conference or the resumption of the 
old one, the negotiations of the three treaty 
powers on Samoa must take up the precise 
question which the suspension of the ses- 
sions at Washington dropped. It must do- 
termine, first of all, what shall be the gov- 
ernment of the islands. 

The Washington conference grow out offa 
series of unlawful acts upon the part of the 
German and American Consuls at Apia. 
The first eccurred about four years ago, 
when Dr. Srurpen forced King MALIETOA 
to sign an agreement handing over the po- 
litical control of his kingdom to the Ger- 
mans. The duress under which this docu- 
ment was executed is shown by the fact 
that Germany has never relied on it, and 
that the King the very next day secretly 
besought Great Britain to annex the islands. 
But Consul STUEBEL soon after, as a reprisal 
for certain acts of the King, including 
his refusal to carry out the forced agree- 
ment, seized his rights in the municipality 
of Apia and raised the German flag on Muli- 
nuu Point. MatLreroa in alarm called upon 
our Consul, Mr. GREENEBAUM, to take the 
islands under a United States protectorate, 
which the latter did; but Mr. Bayarp 
promptly disclaimed this act and recalled 
Mr. GREENEBAUM, while Germany also 
did not fully sustain Consul STUuEBEL. 
In the midst of these proceedings, 
Mr. Bayarp telegraphed to London 
and Berlin on June 1, 1886, a proposal 
that the British and German Ministers at 
Washington sbould confer with him for the 
restoration of order. Lerd ROsEBERY’s 
assent was promptly given, but Prince Bis- 
MARCK was for waiting until mere informa- 
tion could be obtained, meanwhile pro- 
posing to.instruct Consul STUEBEL to avoid 
further complications and to preserve the 
status que. Accordingly all the powers sent 
out special representatives to Samoa to 
make reports, Mr. S. H. Bares being ours. 
Then, on the 25th of June, 1887, the first 
formal session of the conference was held 
at Washington, Mr. Bayarp representing 
the United States, Sir L. S. SackviL_E 
Wrst Great Britain, and Mr. H. von 
ALVENSLEBEN Germany. 

It soon became manifest that the German 
views were different from those entertained 
by Mr. BAYARD. The plan proposed by the 
latter was to commit the administration of 
the laws to an Executive Council composed 
of the King, the Vice-King, and three 
foreigners, of whom one was to be desig- ; 
nated by each of the treaty powers. Mr. 
VON ALVENSLEBEN proposed instead that 
this administration should be controlled by 
the power which had the commercial pre- 
ponderance in Samoa, meaning of course, 
Germany. Mr. Bayarp feplied that this. 
would destroy the autonomy of Samoa; 
but to his astonishment the British 
representative did not support him in this 
objection, and seemed to favor the German 
proposition. Yet only the year before Earl 
GRANVILLE had denounced Dr. STUEBEL’s 
agreement, already referred to, on the 
ground that it weuld “ prevent the Samoan 
Government from acting independently. 
The arrangement seems, in fact, to give to 
Germany alone much of the influence with 
which in 1880 it was. proposed to 
invest an Executive Council to be 
composed of one English, one Ger- 
man, and one United States member”; 
and yet, he added, Great Britain had 
rejected even that proposal of. 1880, as in- 
volving “too great an interference with 
the government of the islands.” So, 
although Earl GRANVILLE had so recently 
declared that England could not possibly 
‘** accept a position of less influence and con- 
sideration than Germany’s,” Lord Sack- 
VILLE at the Washington conference was 
taking wholly different grounds. 

Accordingly on the 26th ef July the con- 
ference was adjourned until the Autumn, in 
order that its members might con- 
sult with their respective Govern- 
ments. But before Autumn came 
Germany had overthrown MALieToa 
and set up TAMASESE in his place. This 
was the more extraordinary, since at the 
first session of the conference! the two for- 
eign Ministers had proposed a new election 
of King; and at the second session Mr. 
BAYARD had assented to this, although 
preferring the continued recognition of 
MALIETOA, provided the election should 
be “‘a native election, free and unawed.” 
It need hardly be said that the forcible 
deposition of MALIETOA was not faverable 
to reconvening the conference. 

Yet there is ne reason why theresumption 
of negotiations now should not lead toa 
good result. Two important facts often 
forgotten are, first, that whatever the sup- 
posed understanding, there was no treaty 
or compact between the three powers regu- 
lating the political st:tus of Samoa, and, 
secondly, that Germany had England with 
her in the conference—two out of the three. 
Overbearing as the Germans have been at 
Apia, we are now to deal not with them, 
but with Berlin. It was necessary that 
things should become very much worse 
before they coald grow better, and the 
feeling aroused in our country for Samoan 
autonomy will not be ignored by Prince 
BIsMARCK, who probably did not suspect 
and does not even now comprehend it. The 
immediate question is, as before, not

The effort to rush through, without proper 
consideration, the House bill to divide the 
Sioux Reservation and purchase one-half of 
it, has very properly failed. The measure 
is important and demands careful legisla- 
tion. The pending bill proposes to take 
the land whether the Indians want 
to sell it or not, and also to fix 
@ price on it without reference to their 
views. The argument of some of the 
friends of the measure is that there is no 
other way of going to work, since the chiefs 
are holding off ‘for ‘‘divvies.” Mr, NEtr- 
SON said that “if we should put irto this 
bill a large corruption fund for the 
purpose of bribing the leading chiefs, 
giving them a large benus, we 
should no doubt secure a formal ap- 
proval of the treaty.” The retort of Mr. 
CUTCHEON was that “there is a great deal 
of the white man in the Indian.” The tes- 
timony of Secretary V11.as is that the Sioux 
chiefs presented their arguments last 
Autumn with moderation and intelligence. 
The opening of the Sioux Reserve will no 
doubt be of ultimate benefit to the red man 
as well as the white, but no ene can ques- 
tion the vast advantage of procuring the 
free consent of thé Indians to this arrange- 
ment. 








AMUSEMENTS. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

We are not often given, in this age of 
progress, to going baek into the past for the 
purpose of seeing how mach we have gone 
ahead; yet it was impossible to avold doing this 
last evening at the Metropolitan. Opera House, 
when avery good performance of “Il Trova- 
tore” was given in German. The house was 
filled, and there was every reason to expect 
something like the old-time enthusiasm which 
every prolongation of a high tone used to pro- 
duce in this work. But somehow, to use Ber- 
lioz’s expression, the occasion would not “feam 


up.” There was plenty of applause, but 16 was 
generally earned by pretty honest singing. 

The fact is that the taste of the public at the 
present time demands in the first place a dra- 
matics libretto and not a cheap Bowery melo- 
drama for the basis of an opera, and in the 
second place it calls for a closer union between 
the text and the music than isto be found in 
operas written in italy between the death of 
Monteverde and the composition of “Aida.” 
The maestro Verdi proved his claims to intel- 
lectual leadership when he had the wisdom to 
percelve that the days of meretricious writing for 
mere vocal display were over, and to join hands 
with Wagner ia the searsh for true dramatic 
expression in music. ‘Il Trovatore” belongs to 
the past; not because it is Italian opera, bat 
beeause it is bad opera, founded on principles 
opposed to the true development of tne lyric 
drama. ‘‘ Aida” and “Otello,” by the same com- 
poser, belong to the present and point to the 
future because thoy are constructed on a logical 
basis, without which the opera is a false and 
indefensible monstrosity, with no claims to cen- 
sideration as a true art form. 

The cast last evening included Herr Perotti 
as Manrico, Herr Grinauer as the Count do 
Luna, Frau Sehroeder-Hanfstingl as Leonera, 
and Frau Moran-Olden as Azucena. Those who 
have heard Perotti during this season need not be 
told that he was at home in Manrico. His high 
notes were all treated with abundant vigor, and 
his high C in the declamatory aria known as “Di 
quela Pira” was all that fanoy painted it. The 
enthusiasm that followed this note was of the ° 
customary sort. 

Frau Moran-Olden’s Azucena was replete 
with dramatic intensity. She played the part 
and sang it as conscientiously as possible, and 
won much spplause. Frau Schreeder-Hantf- 
Stangl sang Leonora excellently. Herr Grinauer 
was not at home as the Count, for his vocal ac- 
complishments are limited. 

Mr. Walter Damrosch condueted and aston- 
ished those familiar with the traditions of the 
Italian stage by taking the tempo of the anvil 
chorus at a breakneck speed. The chorus was 
telerable, and a picturesque ballet was intro- 
dueed in the camp acene of the third act. The

THE NEW-IBEBRIA TROUBLES. 


NINETEEN PERSONS ARRESTED 


HELD IN BAIL FOR TRIAL. 

NEW-ORLEANS, Feb. 6.—The result of the visit 
of Attorney-General Walter H. Rogers to New- 
Iberia has been to procure the arrest of Capt. 
Cc. T. Cade and Capt. Dudley Avery ef the Stas 
militia and 17 others of that parish for whip- 
ping Joe Modeste and compelling Wakefield, 
Richardson, and others to leave the parish. 
They were placed under $1,600 bonds each to 
appear for trial. 

Archbishop Janssens, head of the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Louisiana, has written to 
the Rev. Father Jacquot of New-Iberia relative 
to the recent troubles in that loeality. The 
Archbishop in speaking of the matter said: 

“Vather Jacquet having informed me of the 
grave events that occurred, and having trans- 
mitted a report of the occurrences ‘as published 
from time to timein the newspapers, I wrote 
advising the utmost prudence. said that [ 
could give no advice ner lay down any rules 
to be followed because everything depended 
upon the judgment and discretion of the priest 
who knows the character and diposition of the 
people he has te deal with and who is sole ana 
best judge of how to adapt himself to circum- 
stances. 

“J advised that tke ecclesiastical and the 
civil authorities should act in harmony to se- 
cure the punishment of lawless parties and re- 
stere quiet and security in the parish.” 

The Archbishop further stated thatin 4 re- 
cent tour through Iberia, 8t. Martin, St. Lantry, 
and Lafayette he had observéd much discontent 
among the white people, caused by race prej- 
udice. In his opinion the rase question isa 
very serious one iu Louisiana, The Iberia rot 
and mob law are terrible to the young people. 

There are very few elderly men in this meve- 
ment except such as do not remain neutral 
through fear of personal violence.

THE AROADE RAILROAD, 
PINAL ARGUMENT ON ITS RIGHTS IN THR 
COURT OF APPEALS. 

ALBANY, Feb. 6.—The actions instituted by 
John Jacob SAstor, Nathanic] P. Bailey, and: 
others against the New-York Arcade Railway. 
Company, totest the constitutionality of the 
acts giving it power to construct an under- 
ground railway under Broadway, New-York, 
Wore argued before the Court ef Appeals to-day,, 
on appeals by the railway company. The ap- 
peals brought tegether this array of legal tal- 
ent: James C. Carter, E. Bs Thomas, Charles P. 
Daly, Delos McCurdy, John Yard, for plainttff- 
Sppellants; and Henry Man, Joseph 8 Auer- 
bach, Noah Davis, and John F. D , for de- 
fendant-respondent. 

Ex-Senator Thomas began the arguments for 
thecompany. He said the corporation is or- 
ganized under a special act of the Legislature, 
and claimed the franehise under that and sev- 
eral prior acts of eonstructing and operating 
underground railways under Broadway, Mad- 
ison-avenue, and other streets and avenues in 
New-Yerk City. He briefly traced the history 
of the corporation’s charters, and said it is now 
claimed that all of these acts sre uneonstitu- 
tional and void from lapse of any action under 
such charters and by reasen of failure to build 
the tubes within the five-years’ limit extension 
actef 1881. Mr. Thomas argued that the acts 
in question are constitutional; that the railway 
is proceeding properly under them, and that 
the order of the General Term should be re- 
versed, 

Ex-Judge Davis followed fer the respondent, 
arguing that ail the aetscf the Legisiature from 
1868 to 1886 in this regard were private legis- 
lation, in violation of section 16, Artiele IIL, of 
the Constitution, which forbids that any “ pri- 
vate or local bill shallembrace more than one 
subject,” and that “shall be expressed in the 
title.” The corporation created by the act of 
1868 wholly disregarded the organization au- 
thorized by it, he sail, and none of the subse- 
pm Legislatures had given validity to the 

ying corporation, which now seeks revivifica- 
tion at the hands of this court,and which stands 
here with no rights of weer of the vast fran- 
chise, with untold millions, that it has usurped.’ 
It has never puils, nor attempted to 
build,; one foot of its‘ proposed tracks, 
ef railway. The Beach Pneumatic Transit 
Company was a manufaeturing corporation, 
incorporated as such under the laws of 1848, 
and not as a railroad corporation. The act of 
1873 had no power to change or amend the 
charter without the performance of certain 
conditions preceding it that have never been 
performed. Therefore these cases are frea 
from the objection that no one but the State 
Attorney-General can assail the charter ef 
a duly-organized company. The Legislature 
of 1881 transcended its powers, by seeking to 
revive the aet of May, 1874, when nothing at 
all had been done by the.company under the 
latter act, and the act of 1886, under which the 
defendant now assumes power to construct a 
subway is wholly void, because it seeks to close 
with franchises of a street railroad corporation 
@ so-called body corporate that never hada 
legal existence. 

Ex-Judge Daly said he did not think it essen- 
tial to go into a discussion of law points. In 
no part of the compiaint is the validity of the 
acts of 1881 and 1886 admitced, and the cause 
of action put upon the ground that we are 
about to build without complying with their 
provisions. The cause of action 1s predicated 
througheut upor the averment that these acta 
are unconstitutional and void, and that we 
threaten aad are about to build the road with- 
out authority tedoso. The prayer for relief is 
net to enjoin us from building until we have ob- 
tained the certifieate and executed the bend, 
but to restrain us from any and all attempts to 
construct the road or from endeavoring to carry 
out the purposes of the original incorporatien. 

Mr. Dillon said the corporation never ac- 
quired the franchise orright to construet an 
unGerground railway in Broadway and Madi- 
son-avenue. If it had corporate existence as a 
railread company it did not acquire the right 
— to Jan. 1, 1875, to lay down railroad tracks 

y reason of its failure to comply with the con- 
ditions precedent. The act of 1886 1s veid, be- 
cause, under the guise of amendment of the 
charter, it makes a new, substantial, and addi- 
tional grant. [f the comparxy had power it 
ceased to exist prior to 1886 under section 47 
of the General Railroad act and section 9 of 
Chapter 185, Laws of 1873, and no jadgment 
of ferfeiture was necessary. 

Mr. Anerbach held that the corporate exisrt- 
ence and powers of the eompany have ab ~- 
Intely ceased, and no judgment of the court s 
necessary to declare such forfeiture. The a.is 
of 1881 and 1886, attempting “to rehabilitate 
and continue ‘this corporation, are unconstitu- 
tional and void. If ever clothed with railway 
powers, if became subject to the duties and 
liabllitios of the General R ailroad act of 1850.

FARMBER IN POLITIOB£. 


LIEUT.-@OV. JONES'S SOLUTION OF THE 
PRISON LABOR PROBLEM. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Feb. 6.—The sixteenth an- 
nual meeting of the New-York State Grange 
eontinued its sesaion in this city te-day. Mayor 
William B. Kirk in a brief speech welcomed the 
members to.Syracuse, assuring them that their 
organization must command the approval of 
all intelligent people. 

Lieut.-Gov. Edward F. Jones, who is an old 
and influential member of the Grange, deliv- 
ered the annual address, in which he asserted 
that the most prominent object of the organiza- 
tion is to educate farmers in equality of citizen- 
ship. The Grange is in the broadest sense an 
educational institution. The parport of ite 
teachings is of far greater importanee than that 
comprised in the word “education” as applied 
to iustructing our youth in the rudiments of 
book knowledge. The mistake of farmers for 
generations without number has been that they 
have allowed other people to do their thinking 
for them and to formulate opinions for them. 
If farmers will ever gain or maintain the posi- 
tion which rightly belongs to them they must 
do their own thinking, for ready-made epiniona, 
like ready-made garments, are generally mis- 
fits. This habit that Grangers are adopting of 
thinking for themselves has led them to make 
comparisons and perceive many inequalities in 
every walk of life. The day is not long past 
when the farmer was esteemed a being of less 
natural intelligence than the rest of humanity. 
Some have gone so far as to .try to discover in 
the agricultural elass the long-lost ‘‘connecting 
link,” and to show that they comprise one stage 
in the modern theory of evolution. 

“T believe in a minority representation, and 
most certainlyin a majority representation,” 
sgid the speaker, “and as the farmers are the 

ajority class they should send theirown men 
to the Legislature to take care of their own in- 
terests. Why should we be represented by mea 
who have no qualification except that they are 
glib of tongue and have adopted as a means of 
livelihoed the profession of law! Lawyers, 
from their education and habits of life, are the 
strongest partisans, and seldom see more than 
that side ef the question which they are retained 
to protect, and on this great and im- 
portant subject of legislation are not in 
sympathy with the general public. This is 
why we find our statute books filled with con- 
fusion systematically cenfounded. More law, 
more lawyers. We need lawyers a8 advocates 
and counselors, and we want a goodly number 
of honest lawyers in our legislative halls, but 
Rever so long as human nature is selfish as it is 
now should they be permitted as unrestricted 
lawmakers. No doubt, if the sgricvltural class 
had the power that by their numbers they are 
entitled to wield, their human natare might 
assert itself and display as much selfishness aq 
those who now control legislation. 

“It is a well-known fact that the majority of 
lawmakers have but little interest in the great 
question of taxaijon, 80 far as the payment of 
taxes themselves is concerned. Weuld they not 
be astonished if we were toask that ali lands 
under cultivation should be exempt from taxa- 
tien? Would that be as unreasonable as the 
guite popular demand that all taxes for the 
support of Government should be placed on 
real estate?” 

Mr. Jones then dwelt upon ballot reform. An 
honest vote and an honest count, he said, are 
the only safeguards to a republican form of 
government. The time has come when we must 
heed the warning. There was a time when the 
evil was coniined to the poor and ignorant 
classes, but, sad to say, it now extends to all 
whe claim to be politicians. The most alarming 
symptom of the disease to the speaker was thas 
farmers who own comfortable farms sell their 
votes, and the worst of it was they sold to their 
own party. 

Mr. Jones proposed as a solution of the con- 
viot labor question to pay prisoners full wages 
for their work, and, after deducting a fair price 
for board, clothing, medical attendance, &c., ta 
apply the rest of their earnings to the sup- 
port of their families, or, if the prisoner has no 
family, te put the amount to his eredit until nis 
term expires, This plan, he holds, would re- 
lieve prison labor of the ebjectious of outside 
paid labor and solve the question without in- 
astice to honest labor, while the State would 

6 protected as well. 





A POOR OUTLOOK FOR MILLERS. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 6.—There were 3,500,000 
pushels of wheat in store here Sept. 1 last year 
in the pubiie elevators and prebably about 500,- 
000 bushels tn private storage. The amount 
here now is very nearly the same as a yeal 
ago, but if every bushel of surplus wheat now 
in the Northwest comes to Minneapolis, and reb 
ative shipments continue the same, there wil 
be alittie more than 1,000,000 bushels iess 
grind here than were ground botwoen Feb. : 
and Sept. 1 last year. 

But Rae surplus in the interior will not all 
come to Minneapolis, Some willgo to Duluth 
some to merchant mills im the interier, and 
sowe will go out as wheat through channels 
south of us. Thatour city mills must he idle 
considerable of the time between uow and aa- 
otner harvest is & certainty. They would have 
to do it even if there were a profit in grinding, 
as there is not wheat enough to keep them ran- 
ning. 

Wheat, nevertheless, is relatively too high 
bere for any legitimate purpose, for there Is an 
actual loss in putting it te any consumptive 
use. Millers must therefore make up their 
minds not ouly te lose a part of their trade to 
their Wiuter wheat neighbors that will be hard 
to get back again, but they may as woil wate

CABLE RAILWAY BILL 


MR. HAMILTON STANDS FORTH 


AS ITS SPONSOR. 

THE PROJECTORS CONFIDENT THAT IT 
WILL BE PASSED—A FIGHT FOR THE 
NAVAL MILITIA BILL. 

ALBaNY, Feb. 6.—The Cable Railway bill came 
into the House thia morning under the protect- 
ing wing of Robert Ray Hamilton, and its ad- 
vent was followed by a fusilade of bitterness 


betweon its introducer and Leader Sheehan of 
the minority. 

Mr. Hamilton made a brief explanation of the 
object of the bill. He saia its purpose had been 
but very little understood in the past, and that 
the city was in need of some improved system 
of rapid transit. He then explained that the 
company was perfectly willing to abandon sev- 
eral of ils routes, and practically went over the 
ground reviewed in Tor Ties this morning. 

A dozen members were on their feet to ask 
Mr. Hamilton questions. Mr. Blumenthal want- 
ed to know if this was a Rapid Transit biil or 
simply an improvement on the present system 
of rapid transit. Mr. Fish asked if, the llst of 
stockholders ceula be given to the House. 

To the first Hamilton replied that if his speech 
had been listened to, the gentieman from New- 
York—Mr. Blumenthal—would have understood 
exactly what the purport of the bill was. Te 
the second he responded that he eould only 
give those that were published in the City Ree- 
ord st the time the company was formed, and 
he read .the names of W. C. Andrews, Lawson 
N. Fuller, ana others. “If the stockholders are 


not the same now,” he continued, “I have no 
means of ascertaining. ” 

The House had listened to the bantering of 
Messrs. Blumenthal and Fish with undisguised 
merriment, and now Mr. Sheehan thought he 
would have some fun at Mr. Hamilton’s expense. 
So he procured unanimous eonsent and said: 

“This morning, on picking up one of the enter- 
prising journals of New-York City, I happened to 
rub across the speech just delivered by the gentle- 
man from New-York, and I should think thatmy 
friend from New-York, [Mr. Blumenthal) having 
read that speech, ought to have been familiar with 
it before he asked the question from the gentleman 
from New-York. I merely desire to suggest to my 
friend from New-York [Mr. Hamilton] that here- 
after when he is about to delivér a speech he should 
not rehearse it the night before in his room in such 
aloud tone of voice that enterprising newspaper 
men can get hold of it.” 

Everybody in the House except Mr. Hamilton 
laughed at this sally. Mr. Hamilton did not 
laugh. He arose quivering and pale with rage. 
He shook his finger ina menacing manner at 
Mr. Sheehan, and in his strungest tone made 
this reply: 

“Mr. Speaker, I think the gentleman would do 
better by attending to his own affairs than by criti- 
cising the action of other gentlemen in this House. 
I never have been a member of a committee to at 
tend to a contract for public work 1n this State and 
come here and confessed that I had not paid suifi- 
cient attention to it to know what was in the con- 
tract or to see how the work was done, and admitted 
thatI had failed in my duty. Nor, Mr. Speaker, 
have I come here and stated that there was a clause 
in this contract which I believea was interpolated, 
and which I had not the courage to assumeé to try 
to pat off on a subordinate officer. If the gentleman 
will attend te his own affairs, bis own manners, and 
his own matters, I think he will do better than going 
eut of his way to attack people-when they don’t proe- 
pose or desire to interfere or have anything to do 
with him here or elsewhere.” 


Although many of his Republican colleagues 
were notin H Aor at yd with Mr. Hamilton’s bill, 
they were delighted at the manner in which he 
routed his Democratic adversary, and applaud- 
ed him warmly. Mr. Sheehan, however, was 
not to be subdued completely, so he ended the 
debate in these words: 

“The justice of acriticism that I madeis made 
very apparent by the uncalled-for remarks of the 
gentleman from New-York. We were not disouss- 
ing, and PF pny we are pot now discussing, the 
building of the Assembly ceiling. When the proper 
time comes I think the record of the gentleman 
from Erie will stand in glaring contrast to that of 
the gentleman from New-York on that as well as 
upon every other question that has been presented 
to this House or any House in which bothof us 
have been members. I certainly néver by any act 
of mine will deserve the just censure that was 
meted out a few years ago to the gentioman from 
New-York when an indignant populace in his dis- 
trict repudiated him and repudiated the measures 
that he followed.” 

The bill was sent to the Xailroad Committee. 
There is an air of confidenee among the people 
who are behind it, and they assert that the bill 
will be laid before the Governor. Col. Bliss 
sent this dispatch to Mr. Hamilton last night: 
“The cash capital is $2,100,000, paid in full, 
assessable, and not outstanding. The bonds 
issued for 6onstruction are a)l in @ trust com- 
pany, line sustaining charters limits time for 
construction of each route separately, vary- 
ing from 18 months to years. The 
proposed bill leaves these limitations 
untouched.” In the meantime it is 
given ont here that Senator Evarts . has 
alse been retained, in.cenjunction with Col 
George Bliss, to give the scheme an air of re- 
spectability which, united with Mr. Hamilton’s 
connection with it, it never had before. It is 
known that the bill was offered to John Martin 
two weeks ago for introduction, and that he de- 
clined to have anything to do with it, on the 
greund thatit would ruin him. He was then 
told that Mr. Hamilton would introduce it asd 
stand Oy it. “Allright,” replied Mr. Martin, 
“Hamilton can afiord te do what I could nos 
think of doing.’’ 

When Senator O’Cennor’s Brooklyn Alder- 
manic bill came into tke House, Mr. Aspinall, 
with delightful innocence, asked that it be 
ordered to a third reading. 

“ The jeck,” yelled Mr. Haggerty of Kings and 
Mr. Greene of Orange. 

_ Aspinall made astatement. “Thisis a goed 
dill and only affects Brooklyn—” 

“TIT don’t care,” interrupted Haggerty. “Tl 
Sbject to any motion you make.” 

“And,” continued Mr. Aspinall, “it passed 
the House last year and my friend from Kings 
{Haggerty ] votea tor it then—” 

**Bat 1 won’t vote for it now,” interjected Mr. 
Haggerty doggedly. 

* Because,” continued Mr. Aspinall, “heknew 
it was a good bill, that not only will permit 
him to remain boss of his district, but in time to 
yome here as Senator.”’ 

“Tobject to the whole business,” remarked 
Mr. Haggerty. 

“Then send it to the first Committee of the 
Whole not full,” pleaded Mr. Aspinail. 

“Ibe jeck to that too,” said Mr. Haggerty, 
and the bill took the regular course. 


The same fate met Mr. Crosby’s Municipal 
Building bill for the City Hall Park, New-York. 
Mr. Crosby reported it from his Cities Commit- 
tee, and asked to have it go to a third reading, 
Mr. Fish objected on the ground that the bill 
was faulty in that it did not specify the amount 
to be expended in constructing the edifice. 
Mayor Hewitt’s bill of last year would have en- 
talled an expense to tho city of $9,000,000 at 
the outset, and noone knows how much more 
before the building had been finished. Mr. 
Fish’s position is that some restrictive clause 
as to the cost of the building must be inserted 
before it becomes a law. 


Mr. Davidson of Ulsteris not aa enlightened 
statesman, although he poses as one. When 
the bill te have the State appropriate $50,000 
for dredging the Hudson River was up in the 
Heuse Mr. Davidson contended that it was en- 
tailing an unnecessary burden upon the people 
to make the State pay ter this work. “The Na- 
tional Government has a large surplus,” said 
Mr. Davidsou earnestly, ‘and expends thou- 
sands of dollars every year for theimprovement 
of the Mississippi and other streams in the 
West and South.” On that account he voted 
ayainst the bill. It was bad enough to have 
tour hayseeds vete against it—Jotham Clark of 
Livingston, Comstock of Jeffersen, Dante of 
Otsego and VYowne of Cattaraugus, who are un- 
able to understand what might happen to the 
State if the Mudson River should be filled up; 
but fer a Representative from a Hudson River 
eounty to oppose the bill saused no little sur- 
prise througbout the chamber. 

Controller Myers of the eity of New-York 
sent to the Legisiature the names of all institu- 
tious in the city that receive public moneys ané& 
their character and object.

Mr. Van Gorder wants to amend chapter 430 
of the Laws of 1874 for the reorganization of 
railways sold under forciosure by providing 
that “nothingin the law shall be construed to 
compel a‘ corporation organized under this act 
to extend its road beyond the portion thereof 
constructed at the time the corporation 
acquired title to such railroad property and 
franchise, provided the Board of Raitlread 
Commissioners of the State shall certify that in 
their opinion the public interests under all the 
circumstances do not require such extension.” 

Dr. Bush introduced the Husted bill of last 
year to have the State purchase the ground at 
Creedmoor, now owned by the National Rifie 
Association, for the use of the National Guard 
asariflerange. It wus ordered to a third read- 


ing.

Among the bills that passed the House ana 
were sent to the Governor are Mr,.Cantor’s for 
an additional stenographer for the City Court 
of New-York, and Mr. Coggeshall's, authorizing 
the Superintendent of State Prisons ro procure 
at @ cost not to exceed $5,000 proper electrical 
seneenene ree the execution of convicted erim- 

nals, 

Among the Assembly bills that passed were 
Mr. Blamenthal’s te provide for the appointment 
of three Commissioners for the promotion of 
uniformity of legislation in the United States, 
The Commiasieners shall be appointed by the 
Governor, aud hoid office two years. Mr. Ham- 
ilton’s permitting the New-Yerk Post-Graduate 
Medieal School to acauire real estate whose 
income shall not exceed $75,000 a year, Mr. 
Newschafer’sa Civil Code bill, and Mr. Coon’s 
Railway bill. 


THE SENATE. 

The Senate to-day gave a striking illustration 
of the sort of legislation which is daily seen in 
Washington, the attempted defeat of a meas- 
ure by the country members, which was strong- 
ly advocated by representatives of the seaboard 
cities, altbough the bill, if passed, would surely 
redound to the honor and credit of the whole 
State and country, and not to any particular 
section. 

The question under consideration was the 
Cantor Naval Militia bill. It was up for final 

assege and came within an ace of defeat; in- 

eed, success would have been impossible had 
not Senator Cantor heroically advanced to the 
breech when the vote steed 16 for and 138 
against, and talked against time until Senator 
Linson, who was absent, could be hunted up 
and swung into line for the bill. The whole 
subject had been pretty thoroughly disoussed 
pesveeely, but that mattered not te ** Sphinx” 
crwin, When his name was reached on the roll 
oall, he asked to. be excused from voting, and 
then proceeded to deliver himself of certain 
weighty objections to the bill’s passage. He 
said that the State had never pursued the pol- 
icy indicated by the bill, andihe dia not see any 
reason why it sheuld at this stage of the game 
formulate a new policy. He thought the Federal 
Government should be relied upon to defend the 
various States in times of need, and, as far as 
he could see, the only possible use of a naval 
militia would be as an adjunct to some grand 
pageant. He advanced the startling theory 
that the passage of the bjll weuld praetically 
meéan & return to the old State rights doctrine. 

Mr. Grady asked and received permission to 
read a ciroular letter from Admiral Porter 


’ Warmly supporting and commending the plan. 


Mr. Pierce eould not understand how any 
Senator, no matter what his political affilia- 
tlons, could vote against so excellent a meas- 
ure. As for the doctrine of State rights, that 
had been pretty effectually settled some 25 
years ago, and he did net see why it should be 
advanced as an objection te the subject in hand. 

Mr. Sloan thought 15 came under the same 
guise as scores of other bills which were a 
drain upon the State Treasury. There was no 
exigency requiring such @ reserve, and there 
was no excuse for taxing the State with an ad- 
ditional expense, since the State as a State 
would never require a naval force. 

Senators Worth, Hawkins, and Coggeshall 
also opposed the bill. Before the final vote 
could be announced by the clerk Mr. Cantor 
asked to withdraw his vote, and then proceeded 
to talk in support of the bill until Senator Lin- 
80n Gould be summoned tothe rescue, The 
vote was as follows: 

Yeas—Messrs. Cantor, Collins, Deano, Foloy, 
Grady, Ives. Langbein, Linson, Laughlin, Mc- 
Nanghton, Murphy, O’Connor, Pierce, Kaines, Reb- 
ertson, Stadler, and Van Cott—17. 

Naye—Messgrs. Arnold, Coggeshall, Krwin, Fas- 
sett, Hawkins, Hendricks, Kellogg, Lewis, Slean, 
Sweet, Vedder, Walker, and Worth—13. 

The only two Senators from below the Harlem 
who voted against the bill were Messrs. Worth 
and Hawkins. 

Senator Ives’s bill appropriating $400,000 for 
an addition to the present quarters of the 
Metropolitan Art Museum, to be spent aé the 
discretion of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, cansed a little discus- 
sion when it came up in, the Com- 
mittee ef the Whole. Senator Daly’s saccessor 
subjected his lungs to an unwented exertien, 
by railing at length against the bill, as an at- 
tempt on the part of its prometers “to pander. 
to the tastes Of the higher classes” in New- York 
City. He objected to its being ‘“‘shoved’’ toa 
third reading until its oppopents had had an 
oppertunity to air their views on the subject. 
Mr. Grady thought that the management of 
the museums ought net te be left in the hands ef 
a private Board of Trustees, and also that 
before the passage of the bill it ought to be so 
amended that the keeping oper of the museums 
en Sunday shoulda be something mere than an 
uncertain probability. 

Mr. Ives explained the purposes of the Dill, 
and it was finally ordered te ao third reading. 
The Senator from the Seventh seemed to be 
the only member who derived even a ‘*melan- 
choly pleasure” from the discussion. 

The bill was passed which incorporates the 
Sanilla Home for Poor emale Children in New- 
York City. 

Ox motion of Mr. Coggeshall, 5,000 copies of 
the Low memorial exercises were ordered print- 
ed. This willentail an expenditure of not far 
from $3,000. Thus do the * wateh dogs.of the 
Treasury” protect the interests of their con- 
atituents—the taxpayers. 

Senator Cantor will introduce a bill tu-morrow 
which will hereafter preclude the impoftation 
of dressed beef into this State. . It provides for 
the appointment of beef inspectors, fs drawn in 
the interests of the National Drevers’ Associa- 
tion, and is againss the Armour and Bwilft 
monopolies, 


ODDS AND ENDS. 

Yhe Senate Judiclary Committee was oon- 
fronted by a vast array of talent this afterneon 
to discuss the demerits of the Hamilton Child 
Commitment bill. Tae most prominent speakers 
were Edward T. Bartlett, representing the 
Female Guardign Society; Hugh N. Camp of the 
Five Points Houseof Industry, E. M. Kingsley 


of the New-York Juvenile Asylum, Morris 
Gooduart of the Hebrew Sheltering Guardian 
Society, Henry L. Hogustof the Cathelic Pro- 
tectory, John Z, Lett of the Brooklyn Iudustrial 
School Association and the Home for Destitute 
Children, Alexander E. Orr of the Howse of Ref- 
uge, M. K, Sheldon of the Colored Orphans’ Asy- 
lum, R. J. Wilkin ef Brooklyn, and EK. Fellows 
Jenkins of the New-York Society fer the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children, Clark Beil of 
the New-York Infant Asylum, and Eaward T. 
Selden of the Saratoga Society for the Protec- 
tion of Children. Mr. Elbridge T. Gerry was 
detained at home by the sickness of his boy.

Their superservicable friends promptly gave 
out that Gen. Knapp was here to protest against 
the passage of a bill for paving the Boulevard 
in New-York, but Why Gen. Knapp should come 
all the way from Auburn to protest against 4 
paving bill for New-York was a question they 
did.not try to answer. 

The truth of the matter is that they found the 
tangle beyond all outside remedy, and wisely 
conciuded to keep their hands off and let the 
legislators fight it out among themselves. It 
did not take them very long to make this dis- 
covery. Before half a dozen of the people's 
ehosen representatives had expressed them- 
selves the self-appointed delegates from the 
Stato Committee saw that it was no subjeet for 
them to handle, that the differences existing 
were irreconcilable, and they deferred to the 
judgment of the Jeaders in both branches of the 
Legislature to canous the matter. Neither 
Gen. Kuapp nor Mr. Bliss seemed to have 
any plan of his own. They preferred to listen 
to the plans and suggestionsof the men who 
areon the ground. Gen. Knapp was not dis- 
posse to speak for publication. He did say, 

owever, that so faras Mr. Platt and Mr. Miller 
were concerned no differences whatever ex- 
isted between them, either personally or politi- 
cally, and whatever the Legislature decided to 
do would be satisfactory to both Mr. Platt and 
Mr. Miller. The General was pretty firm in his 
own mind that a first-class temperance Dill 
would be passed, satisfactery alike to the Re- 
publiean Party and to the people of the State. 

A well-known Repnblican said to-nighs: ‘‘The 
situation is just this: These gentiemen came 
here te see what could be done.

From 
every loophole colored streams of flame shot 
out and the bDiazing mass of tire went skyward 
in a luminous cloud that lighied up the ceuntr 
round as far as Laehine, Black River, an 
Longue Poiut, while from the south it ceuid 
be seen like the Laralie nearly as far as the 
American frontier. At intervals @ cannonade 
of bombs would thunder from the palage, fol- 
lowed by adetiant shewer of fiery stars that 
eparkied in the frosty air like heavenly bodies, 

For two hours the warfare went on, and then 
from the heart of the palace a voleano of fire 
beleobed forth. The magazine had been tired 
and the bombardment was over.

A VISIT TO A GRAMMAR SCHOOL TAKES 
AWAY THE APPETITE. 

The Committee on School Hygiene, 
whieh is part of the Ladies’ Health Protective 
Association, and include Miss Julia Thomas, 
Mrs. Clarke-Bell, and Mrs. Dr, Ostrom visited 
Grammar Schoo! No. 59, 6n Fifty-fourth-street, 
yesterday. This school is reputed to be the 
mode! public school of the city. Miss Hoffman, 


the Superintendent, invited the committes 
into her main room. Here six teach- 
ers were hearing six different classes. 
Miss Hoffman explained that this was 
the best arrangement she could make, 
there being @ great lack of room. 1n answer to 
aquestion put her by Miss Thomas, she said 
that only about 20 of every 50 applicants can 
be reseivea. The others are obliged te stay 
away from schoolor zo visewhere. She said it 
was true that the salary of the teacher depends 
upon the attendance. The average must be 
kept up te 501 or she would forfeit a certain 
percentage of salary. In 1880, when the aver- 
age attendance was 498 anda fraction, ene was 
informed at the end of the year by the School 
Board that her salary would be $1,600, instead 
of $1,700, as before. 

Miss Hoffman said that they had no right 
.under the law to admit more pupils than they 
have seats for, but there are wery few teachers 
who have the backbone to stand out against the 
Commissioners. In explanation of this the 
Superintendent said that the Commissioners 
were continually coming with applications for 
their own children or children of their friends, 
and making ita very urgent matter that they 
should be admitted. Miss Hoffman had made 
enemies among the Commaissionera by refusing 
to admit more thad the prescribed number. 

Miss Thomas inquired of the children how 
many had headaches. All but 20 repled in the 
aflirmative. There are several hundred chil- 
dren in the main room. Most of them said that 
they studied out of school, both night and 
morning. Overa hundred confessed to coming 
to school with headaches in the morning. 

In Miss Shepherd’s room, where the “college 
elasse” is, pale faces, shrunken chests, back- 
aches, and failing eyes were numerous. Ten 
Studies are required. Miss Shopherd said that 
the girls had to work too hard. Things were 
found in much the same condition in Miss 
Haight’s3 room. One-third of the girls admitted 
having trouble with thelreyes. Miss Hoffman 
said that they had been trying to get the School 
Board to furnish more room, but petition after 
petition had been disregarded. 

Some of the rooms were filled with a stench 
that came from stables in the rear. In warm 
weather this is peculiarly offensive. Mise Hoff- 
man pointed out that there was no possible 
way of escape trom the building in case of fire. 
“ After appealing to the Board of Education in 
vain,” she said, “ we appealed to the Fire De- 
partment, and they have promised to puton 
escapes on the front of the building, but they say 
that nothing would be gained by putting them on 
the back, for they would simply lead down into 
& trap whieh would be impossible to get out of. 
Now, in case of fire, how could 1,100 onldréen 
eseape from the frout of the building?”

A MATCH COMPANY ENJOINED FROM 


MOVING ITS PLANT. 

NEW-HAVEN, Feb. 6.—Simon H. Stern of New- 
York haa obtained from Judge Sanford of the 
Superior Court a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the Diamond Match Company from selling 
out the plant at Westville and moving the busi- 
ness tv Lilinois. Mr. Stern is owner of 50 shares 
ef the $3,000,000 capital stock of the company. 
The other principal stockholders and the Di- 
rectors are in favor of moving West, but Mr. 
Stern will contest in the courts their right to 
do 80 and has retained Prof. Simeon E, Baidwin 
as his attorney. 

In the petition for the injunction Mr. Stern 
sets forth that the compauy was duly organized 
under the laws of Connecticut on Jan. 4, 1881. 
Tt has a capital stock of 30,000 shares valued at 
$100 each, and every cent of the stock has been 
paidin. The company yields very big returns 
to the stockholders. Mr. Stern states that the 
soheme to * remove the legal doniicile to [llinois 
and to wind up the aifairs of the corporation 
and transfer its assets and liabilities to avother 
corporation of the same name, organized or to 
be organized under the [Illinois laws, is simply 
a@ contrivance found to be advisabie to accom- 
rer the legal removal of the company to 

liinojs.’”’ Then ho avers that it. is 
intended by a number of the stookhelders and 
Directors to unlawfully aceomplish such re- 
moval of the property and business of the cor- 
poration. He further alleges that the plan pro- 
posed by these @ewners makes the defendants 
buyers and sellers of the same property, which 
in his opinion is contrary to equity and good 
conscience, and he is of the opinion that such a 
business change would be disastrous for the 
Diamond Match Company. He believes that 
the promoters of the ehange have been in- 
fluenced by some desire to gain personal protit 
to themselves. 





QUAY STILL WANTS FAME. 

HARRISBURG, Feb. 6.—A -new Democratie 
County, te which the Republican majority in 
the Pennsylvania Legislature proposes to give 
the anomaluus name of Quay, is the object of 
one of that manipulating statesman’s schemes 
in his local legislative body at Harrisburg 
this session. A bill is pending in the House 
providing fer the changing of county 
boundary lines, which is general in its 
application, but really intended to take 
away from Luzerne and Schuylkill 
Coxunties their strong Democratic towns and 
make a new county of them, with the county 
seat at Hazloten. The object of this Jegislatien is 
not entirely to perpetuate the Republican bosa’s 
name by placing iton theroll of the divisions 
of the 8tate. Schuylkill and Luzerne Counties 
are vory uncertain at present in rendering their 
political verdicts, although the odds are 
xonerally favorable to the Democrats. 
The taking away ef the portions 
of each county moutioned will place both Lu- 
zerne and Schuylkill in the list of sure Repub- 
lican counties, and as eachisa separate Con- 
gressional :distriet, will also insure two Repub- 
liean Congressmen. The Democratic politicians 
as wellas the Republicans of the proposed dis- 
triot are in favor ef the movement on esonom- 
joal grounds and tho furtherance of legal 
business, but against the name of Quay 
for the county the Democrats are 
making a desperate fight, and that may defeat 
the measure, for the Democrats who are dis- 
posed to vote for tt deelare they will not do se if 
it fastens Quay’s Dame upon the county,

HE WANTS TO BE _ SEORE- 
1ARY OF YHE INTERIOR. 
WHY GEN. HARRISON “SMILED” WHEN 
HE RECEIVED THE MEMORIAL OF 

THE\RAILROAD LAWYER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 6.—There is no change in 
the Cabinet situation to-night. Gen. Harrison 
has not yet selected a Secretary of the Treasury 
in place of Allison, though all the prominent 
politicians here believe that he will soon offer 
the place te Col. John C. New. 

Never before in the history of the United 
States have persons ventured to solicit places in 
the Cabinet by means of petitions, memorials, 
letters of recommendation, and that sort of 
thing. A Cabinet office has been held to be 
one which, above all others, was to be left to 
the untrammeled choice of the President, since 
the members of the Cabinet compose his official 
family, upon whom he is supposed to lean for 
counsel snd guidance, and whose relations with 
him must be necessarily of the most confidential 
nature. But Gen. Harrisonis pestered in the 


most indecent way to appoint men to his Cabi- 
net, of some of whom he never heard until their 
“ efaime” were pressed upon him by some dele- 
gation. 

The most ridiculous of these performances 
teok place to-day in behalf of John M. Thurston 
of Omaha, Neb., an attorney of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad Company. He was the temporary 
Chairman of the last National Republican Con- 
vention at Chicago, and enjoys the fame, such 
as itis, of being the first to call Mr. Biaine the 
*“Uncrowned King.” He has been a persistent 
applicant for the Secretaryship of the Interior, 
perhaps because the Unien Pacific is a land- 
Grant coed. having extensive dealings with the 

‘ederal Government. This of itself makes his 
application a scandal, and is the best 
possible reason for not putting him into 
the Cabinet, assuming that he were 
otherwise fit. He has every now and then for 
the last three months had **beomers” here 
from Nebraska snd other places through whieh 
the Union Pacific runs, and at last, in some way 
or other, Thurston managed to get the signa- 
tures of Gov. Cooper and the other State offi- 
cers of Colorado, of 24 of the 26 members of the 
State Senate, andof 40 o0f the 49 members of 
the State House of Representatives, to a 
** memorial,’’ as they call it, asking Gen. Harri- 
son to make him Secretary of the Interior. The 
text of the memoria) is rather indefinite in ite 
terms, butit seems to say that Colorado is the 
“Centennial State,” that this is the seventh 
Legislature, and that Thurston embodies the 
saine kind of doctrines which they favor. 

Edmund Morton Smith of Denver, Col, an 
Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms of the National 
Republican Committee, presented the precious 
document to-day, having come clear from Den- 
ver fer that express purpose. He says that 
Gen. Harrison smiled graciously when he re- 
ceived it and said he was giad to get it. There 
oan be little doubt that Gen, Harrison smiled, 
for ashort time before Mr. Smith made his ap- 
pearanee he had received atelegram telling him 
to beware of the Thurston memorial, inasmuch 
as the Colorado Legislature after the depart- 
ure ot Mr. Smith for Indianapolis had adopted 
a resulution requesting Gen. Harrison to give 
ex-Gov. John L. Routt of Colorado a Cabinet 
piace. This rather takes the virtue out of the 
Thursten ‘* memorial.” 

Ex-Gov. Koutt 1s anapplicant,on the same 
level as Thurston, for the Postmaster-General- 
ship. It seems that’ the Thurston “memorial” 
was got up and signed during his absence from 
Colorado; that as soon as he learned of it he 
went at the Legislature and induced its patri- 
otic members to desert Thurston and stand by a 
fellow-citizen of the State. Tne whole affair is 
disgraceful and must disguet Gen. Harrison. 
Neither Thurston nor Routt has the sligetest 
ehance, although Routt is “ backed’ by Sen- 
ator Teller and by a section of the Republican 
lrishmen of the Judge A. L. Morrison variety. 

Mrs. Harrison and Mrs. MoKee got home to- 
night. The babies were sound asleep, but they 
were mae, eae 4 awakened and hugged and 
kissed by the delighted ladies. Both said that 
they were never so glad to gethomein their 
lives, although they had had a very pleasant 
‘time.

the Rev. Dr. Bayless of Cincinnati, editor of the 
Weslern Advocate, who is..preparing an article 
on Gen. Harrison for the Methodist Keview; W. 
L. Scruggs of Atlanta, who used to be United 
States Minister at Bogota, South America, and 
is willing to be again, and Dr. C. T. P. Fennell 
of Cincinnati. 

There is still another candidate for the Public 
|Printership. This time It is Rebert J. Lillard 
of Cincinnati. He is President of Typographical 
Union Ne. 3, and comes with letters from Sena- 
tor Sherman, Gov. Foraker, Congressmen But- 
terworth and Caldwell, and other Republican 
politicians of Ohio. 

Ex-Senator George M. Chilcott of Colorado is 
a candidate for Commissioner of the General 
Land Office. 

Ex-Gov. Warren of Wyoming, who was suc- 
eceded in 1886 by Gov. Moonlight, wants to get 


.. back into his office again. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The most interesting 
talk on the Cabinet question to-day was that 
about the possible selection of ex-Senator Win- 
dom a8 Secretary of the Treasury, not as a Min- 
nesota man, but a8 a New-Yorker. Minnesotans 
say {Rat he has not paid taxes or voted or lived 
in that State for years, and that Platt and Miller 
can probably, if they choose, press him as a 
man acceptabie to the friends of beth. 

Anew name suggested for the same place is 
thatof R. R. Hitt of illinois. Heis not.only a 
man of experience, but he is able and personal- 
ly popular. It is not understood, however, that 
he made any extraordinary contributions to the 
campaign fund or that he was influential in 
convincing any large manufacturers that they 
must contribute, if they wished to be aliowed 
to proaper. . 

Senator Miller in conversation abont the Cabi- 
net says he kuows nothing about It except what 
he reads in the newspapers. It is said that Mr. 
Blaine has been asked by Gen. Harrison if 
Windom’s appointments will be satisfactory to 
him and that Mr. Biaime has answered that it 
will be.

OUTSIDE ASSISTANOB FOR THE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

A MEMORIAL THAT MAY HELP TO IM- 
PROVE THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM 
QF THE CITY. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Board of 
Education Bernard MoFarland of 186 West 
Fourth-street presented charges against BE. J. 
Tinsdale, one of the School Trustees of the 
Ninth Ward, aecusing him of conduct tending 
to discredit his ofies as School Trustee and the 
system. He specifies three alleged misdeeds, 
the first being that he originated and caused the 
passage of resolutions net authorized by law 
airecting the transfer of aclasafrom the pri- 
mary department of Grammar School No. 8 to 
Primary School No. 7; the second, that he has 
directed the suspension of about 40 pupils from 
the primary department of Grammar Sehool 
Ne. 3, and he has directed that one of the pri- 
mary classrooms of Grammar School No. 3 
be made vacant in order to accommodate the 
male department of Grammar School No. 8, all 
of which is without authority in law. The final 
general charge is made that his conduct as a 
school officer tends to disorganize and demoral- 
ize the primary cepartmentof Grammar School 
No. 3. McFarland asks that his charges be in- 
vestigated and that insdale*be removed by 
the board from his office as School Trustee. The 


Committee on By-laws will investigate Mr. 
Tinedale. 

After sending a large volume of routine work 
to the various committees the board went into 
Committee of the Whoie upon the report of the 
apecial committees of eight upon amendments 
to the by-laws and regulatious of the Board of 
Edueation and reforms in the system. Cnbair- 
man Webb submitted in the first Instance an 
amendment eliminating from the report of the 
cowmittee the elassification of teaehers by 
“maximum” and ‘‘ standard” grades, and pro- 
viding that teachers individually who would 
have been placed in such “maximum” grade 
should be designated by the Committee en 
Teachers on June 1 next for exemption from 
the regular visitation wund supervision of the 
Superintendent and his assistants. 

President Simmons practically assured the 
adoption of the report as amended by speak- 
ing inits favor. Hesaid that the amendment 
submitted by Chairman Webb had eliminated 
all the objectionable features of the report, and 
that as amended the report was a commendable 
document. It would retorm the marking system 
in many desirable directions, and the committee 
deserved the thanks of the board for the thor- 
ough and able manner in which they had per- 
formed their arduous work. It was not difficult 
to get a favorable report to ths board from the 
Committee of the Whole. It will be considered 
eudin all probability adopted at the next meet- 
ing of the board, 

There was a long debate over the letting of a 
eontraet for school furpiture fer Grammar 
School No. 85. Tne Trustees of the Twenty- 
third Ward schools had reported iu favor of the 
bid of the Andrews Manufacturing Company, a 
Chicago corporation, for $15,283 75, which was 
about $800 mere than the bid of Nathaniel 
Johnson, # New-York manufacturer. The 
Finance Committee reported in favor of the 
Chieago firm, but the board refused to adopt 
the report by a voteof 7to1l2. The general 
sentiment was adverse to the continuation of 
the Andrews manufacturing monopoly in the 
furnishing of the public schools and in favor of 
eneouraging competition in the bidding for 
tnese Valuable contracts. The Committee on 
Behools censured the Trustees of the Ninth 
Ward for transferring @ primary class from 
Grammar School No. 3 to Primary School No, 7, 
and ordered them to restore the schools to their 
previous condition. Tne report was laid over. 

A memorial was presented from the Public 
Education Society, an organization including in 
its membership about 60 men and women, 
among whom are Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
Prof. J. 8 Newberry, Prof. Fehix Adler, the 
Zey. Dr UH. Y. Satterlee, Dr. Abraham Jacobi, 
Mrs. Frances Fisber Wood, Dr. D. B. St. Jonn 
Roosa, the Rev. Henry Mottet, the Rey. Dr. 
Howard Crosby, Mra. Alice Wellington Rollins, 
Mrs. Joseph H. Choate, John B. Pine, Misa 
Helen Dawes Brown, Miss Kate VY. Thompson, 
and Constant A. Andrews, ard which is organ- 
ized to “inform the public mind in regard to 
the current systems of education, and to sug- 
gest such improvements therein as_ may from 
time to time appear expedient.” The society 
says it believes that the present public school 
system of the city of New-York is defective in 
respect to accommodations provided, in respect 
to courses and metheds of instruction, and in 
respect to administration. 

The detects are apparent, the memerial 
states, in the case of the primary departments 
and classes. According to the report for the 
school year ending Dec. 31, 1887, the number 
of pupils registered in all the schools was 150,- 
31z. Of this number 55.018 were registered in 
the grammar schoais and 95,294 in the primary 
achools. For the grammar schools there were 
provided 1,575 teachers and fer the primary 
schools 1,741 teachers. Thus, though the pri- 
mary classes: contained 40,276 more pupils 
than the grammar classes, only 166 more teach- 
ers were allotted tothem. There was a grand 
total of 222 schools, 105 of which were gram- 
mar and 117 primary schools, but this does not 
mean that there are 222 separate buildings, for 
often there are two or three ‘‘schools” under 
one rovf, the primary with its 1,000 pupils 
having less room than each ef the grammar de- 
partments with its 500 pupils. 

The 845 teachera in the sixth, fifth, and 
feurth grades of the primary schools attended 
to the enrolling and teaching during a year of 
74,970 pupils, while 1,575 teachers in all the 
eight grades ef the grammar schools attended 
to the enrolling and teaching during a year of 
put 68,558 pupils. Im other words, 845 teach- 
ers are required to attend to the needs of 6,412 
more children than are 1,575 teachers. 

The memorial further says that the subject of 
playgrounds for tne pupils should receive the 
attertion of the board, * If the value of real es- 
tate in this city is so great that purchases of 
ground adjoining the schoolhouses cannot be 
made for this purpose, we eali your attention to 
the fact that in London similar cenditions 
prevail and there the probiem has been success- 
fully and satisfactorily solved by placing play- 
grounds upon the roofs of the school buildings. 

* Ag to courses and methods of instruction, 
A comparison of the course of study pursued in 
the New-York City schools with those in use in 
the elementary schools in France, Prussia, Ba- 
dep and other Kuropean countries makes 16 
plain that in this eity less progress is made in 
the varivus branches ef knowledge by pupils of 
the same age than in foreign countries; and 
this is se despite the fact that the school chil- 
dren here 2re bard-worked and the school cur- 
riculum overcrowded. 

“Tris also chargeable against the city school 
system that the coutse of study is arranged for 
the sole benefit of those children who pursue it 
throughont; whereas, not less than 60,000 chil- 
fren annually leave the public schools before 
they reach the ave of 12 years. These children 
Dave had no thoroufth or complete training in 
any one subject; they have merely made a cer- 
tain amount of progress in a varioty of branches, 
andip the large majority of cases this incom- 
plete and discennected instruction is all the 
education that these children will ever 
receive. The primary school course should 
uot be thus wholly subordinated to the 
grammar echool course, nor the jatter tu 
anything that comes afierward, Each should 
be complete in itself, while having a definite re- 
lation to the ethers. Each course, the primary as 
well as the grammar, sheuld complete certain 
subjects, and so offer the children a complete 
rourse in a few subjects rather than an incom- 
plete course in a Variety of subjects. All 
primary school pupils are now tanght as if 
they were to become grammar school pupils, 
but that is not the case, as the statistics amply 
prove. : 

“Te seems clear that the duties laid upon the 
Board of Educatien are too multifarious and 
dissimilar to be properly attended to by any 
single. body composea of ladies and gentlemen 
who do not give tothem their entire time and 
pttention. There are intricate questions of 
inance and of appropriation, tne éetails of ex- 
penditure and of official administratien, &c., 
which must be discussed and determined on, 
and thore are also the great edueational ques- 
Hons with which the board should busy 
itself. It ia manifestly impossible for the 
same boara to deal properly with 
these two sets of proplems. That there 
should be asseciated with the Board of Edauca- 
tion xn council or commission, compesed of per- 
sons more particularly skilled and experienced 
in educational matters, and more particularly 
fitted to deal with them, is a suggestion worthy 
of careful consideration. The syatem of admin- 
istering the schools through a Board of Trustees 
in each wardis open to the general objection 
that divided responsibility tends to anineffieient 
management.” 

The seciety reeommends that these state- 
ments ‘be investigated ana steps taken to im- 
prove the efficiency of the schoolsip the direec- 
tions indicated. We are of the opinion that this 
investigation can be best undertaken by a 
special commission appointed for the purpose, 
which commission should include some mem- 
bers of recognized reputation and authority in 
matters of education.

BEIZING THH OARONDELET. 


A PEACEFUL-LOOKING CRAFT WITH A 
WARLIKE CARGO, 

Capt. D. F, Tezier of the United States 
revenue cutter Manhattan received orders yes- 
terday morning from Collector Magone to 
bdoard the Mallory Line steamer Carondelet and 
make inquiries concerning her cargo. She lay 
between Ellis and Bedlow’s Islands, where she 
lay on Tuesday when the arms were put aboard 
of her from the steam lighter Admiral. 

When the Manhattan drew alongside the 
Carondelet a number of men were busily en- 
gaged in stowing kegs of powder which they 


took from a powder boat alongside. Lieut. 
Hanks of the Manhattan boarded the Caron- 
delet and asked for Capt. William Evans, her 
commander. He was met by the mate who 
said the Captain was ashore. 

“Where are you bound and what is your 
cargo ?” asked Lieut. Hanks. 

“To Newport News, with 1,000 tons of coal,” 
replied the mate. 

*‘Isn’t it a rather an unusual thing to carry 
coal to Newport News, especially in powder 
kegs marked ‘ Dupont’s XXX Supertine Rifle 
Powder’? asked Lieut. Hanks. 

At thie the mate became suddenly dumb and 
refused to make any further explanations. 
After considerable trouble Lieut. Hanks learned 
that the Carondelet’s crew consisted of 24 men. 
He warned the mate to desist from loading 
powder until further orders. The law specified 
tlat explosives should be leaded on vessels in 
New-York Harbor only in certain limits. No 
vessel was allowed to lay to outside of the an- 
eborage limits, neither was she allowed to load 

owder without flying the red flag specified by 
aw. All three of these regulatiens the Caronde- 
let was breaking, and was accordingly liable to 
fine and seizure on each of three counts. 

The Manhattan then left the side of the 
Carondelet and returned to the Barge Office. 
Tho fact that the Carondelet had been caught 
red handed in the act of clandestinely loading 
powder was conveyed to Collector Magone. He 
immediately turned the case over to United 
States District Attorney Walzer. The latter had 
already been informed that the Carondelet was 
loaded with arma for the Haytian insurgents by 
Minister Preston, and having received afliiavits 
from other parties to the same effect, he ordered 
the vessel seized and libeled on the grounds 
mentioned by Lieut. Hanks. The necessary pro- 
ceedings having been taken, United States Mar- 
shal Hoimes seized the vessel and remained 
aboard of her as custodian. 

Capt. Spicer of the Mallory Steamship Com- 
pany yesterday said: * There is no secret about 
the matter so far as I know. The vessel is 
chartered by Lord & Austin, the agents of the 
Haytian Republic. She is partially loaded with 
arms and ammunition and is cleared forSamana, 
San Domingo. She will stop at Newport News 
or Norfolk and load there with 1,000 tons of 
coal, also for Samana. We have nothing to do 
with the vessel further than being her owners. 
We are not running her.” 

Lord & Austin when confronted with Capt. 
Spicer’s statement said: “Oh, well, we did 
not charter her; that is, to say, she was char- 
tered by Leonoio Julia, the Dominican Consul. 
Heowns the cargo and is shipping it to Sa- 
mana.” 

The Carondelet was chartered by Lord & 
Austin as agents for the Dominican Consul, and 
he is sending from 10,000 to 12,000 stand of 
breech-loading military rifles, with the neces- 
Bary aecoutrements, and 6,000 kegs of Dupont’s 
rifie powder with a number of cannon to his 
brother-in-law at Samana, as aspeculative in- 
vestwent. It was admitted by the District 
Attorney that as the arms were being shipped 
to Samana San Domingo might claim them, 
but as a precautionary measure he felt justified 
in seizing ber. 

Minister Presten is sure that the arms are in- 
tended for Hippolyte’s insurgents, and hopes 
to not only be able to prove that, but also pro- 
duce proof that the arms that were taken from 
this port on the Mercedes are now doing service 
on Haytian soil. 





CLVIL SERVIC“ TECHNICALITY. 


QUESTIONING MR. BABCOCK’sS RIGHT TO 
ACT AS SECRETARY. 

The fact that Theodore Babcock is acting 
as Secretary of the Civil Servics Board at the 
Custem House hag stirred up some commotion 
there, and some officiala hold that he has not 
been legally appointed to the post, and that he 
cannot legally certify candidates for appoint- 
ment. 

Deputy Collector John A. Mason, the regular 
Secretary of the board, has been ill for some 


weeks. Early last week two members of the 
board, Messrs, Babcock and H. T. Walden, 
joined in Calling a meeting of that body. As 
only three were present, no nomination of an 
Acting Secretary could be made, but a letter 
was sent to Washington asking for such an ap- 
pointment, but naming nv one for the place, 
This letter was signed by John M. Comstock, 
Theodore Babeock, and H. T. Walden. 

Feb. 1 Mr. Babeock was directed by Comnais- 
sioners Lymaa and Edgerton to assume the du- 
ties of Secretary of the Beard of Examiners as 
Acting Seeretary until further orders. There- 
upon Mr. Babcock took charge. It is now 
claimed that the regulations require that he 
should have been nominated ata meeting of a 
quorum of the Jocal board, and that without 
such nomination the commission could not act. 
He has se far certified about a half dozen candi- 
dates who have been appointed, some Dy Col- 
lector Magone, some by the Acting Appraiser. 
These otlicials have, therefore, recognized his 
authority to act, but how the gentlemen who 
take charge after March 4 willlook upon the 
legality of the appointments is another ques- 
tion, There is an idea at the Custom House 
thas the flaw in the titles to offiee will then be 
judged very closely. 

For the commission it is explained that the 
exigencies of the occasion demanded an Acting 
Secretary; that as two vacancies exist in the 
loeal board, and other members were not to be 
reached, a quorum could not be obtained on the 
day of the meeting. and thatif any irregularity 
exists itis only a technicality any way. There 
can be no good reason to doubt that Mr. Mason 
will resume his pes; on his recovery. 





SUGAR TRUSI’S STRUGGLi. 

Judge Barrett, in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, reserved decision on a motion made by 
John E. Parsons for a stay of the judgment 
against the North River Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, pending an appeal. This, if granted, 
would make the appointment of Mr. Gray as 
nine ld to allintents and purposes, null and 
void. 

Gen. Roger A. Pryor, for the people, said he 
had no objection that the proceedings under the 
judgment be stayed so tar as turning the prop- 
erty of the company into cask was concerned. 
The real point was in relation to the Receiver. 
What My. Parsons wanted was to prevent the 
Receiver from taking poseession. Against any 
such stay there were several objections, 
For one thing, the corporation being 
dissolved by the judgment of the 
court, and enjoined from any action, 
neither it nor its former officers had any ca- 
pacity to take or hold property. The company 
could have no use for the property, being en- 
joined frem any and «ll corporate acts. There 
could, therefere, be no opject in its keeping the 
property. It was plain, also, that no harm 
could result to the corperation from the posses- 
sion of the Receiver, since he, being an ofiicer 
of the court, would keep the preperty safely 
and, if the judgment sheuld be reversed, would 
turn it over intact to the corperation. 

Lastly, Gen. Pryor urged, the judgment itself, 
appointing a Receiver, dissolved the corpora- 
tien and placed it in the pesition of a dead man. 
The Receiver oceupied the position ef the Ex- 
ecutor. [f the judgment was stayed Judge Bar- 
rett would be practically reversing his own 
judgment, whieh he could not do.

NOT ORDINARY WOOL, 

The United States was given a verdict 
in the United States Circuit Court yesterday in 
asuit brought by A. D. Juilliard & Co. to re- 
cover duty paid upon several impertations of 
wool tops. When the wool arrived the Custoin 
House inspectors rated it not as ordinary wool, 
but as scoured wool, and charged 60 cents duty 
instead of 30 cents. The plaintifis claimed 
that the wool, though scoured and combed, 
should not be taken out of the class of ordinary 
wool. Judge Lacombe held differently, however, 
and direeted the jury to find forthe United 
States. The suit is important because many 
others are dependent upon it. Assistant 
United States District Attorney Platt appeared 
for the Government and Butler, Stillwell & 
Hubbard for the importers.

SAD FATE OF LITTLE FANNIE MOORE 
WHO WAS RURIED YESTERDAY. 

Little Fannie Moore was buried yester- 
day. The causes which led to her death were 
sad in the extrome and aggravating beyond 
measure. She was absolutely frightened to 
death by an unknown ecoundrel. Fannie was a 
very pretty child and not yet 11 years of age, 
though she had the appearance of a girl of 14. 
She lived with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Dantel 
J. Moore, of 317 East Twelfth-street. 

For many days recently a man had been hang- 


ing around 8t. Ann’s School, on East Eleventna- 


street, annoying little schoolgirls, to several of 


whom he offered candy and sometimes money, 
to induce them to accompany him on a walk, 
The girls became alarmed at his propositions, 
and tried inevery way to shunhim. On one 
occasion he grabbed a girl by the arm and in- 
sisted on her going with him. She became bad- 
ly frightened, and tearing herself away from 
him started off on arun. The matter was com- 
plained of, and efforts’ were made to capture 
the tellow, but these met wiil no success. 

Fannie Moore, who was of a very timid nat- 
ure, developed @ strong feeling of fear for the 
man and sometimes walked several blocks out 
of her way to avoid meeting him. Her father 
has accompanied her to school every morning 
lately, but his duties as an assistant appraiser 
in the Appraiser’s stores were sueh that he 
conld not call for her after school hours, She 
returned home generally in company with giris 
who livedin her neighborhood. On the after- 
neon of ''hursday, Jan. 24, Fannie was going 
home from school with @ companiun and saw 
the strange man about a bleck away. from her. 
The girls retraced their steps and walked over 
toward Station D Post Office, intending to go up 
Third-avenue. At the avenue they saw that 
the man had neaded them off and was only a 
short distance away. Fannie beeame terribly 
frightened. The man followed her, and she be- 
came so thoroughly alarmed that ber cendition 
was noticed by a policeman, who took her 
home. When she reached there she could give 
no coherent reason for her fright; in fact, she 
could say nothing but * that awful man!” 

That night she was taken with convulsions 
and finally brain fever set in. During her de- 
lirious moments she raved continually about 
“the horrible man.” All efforts to save her life 
proved futile, and on Monday last she died. 
Her body was followed tothe grave by a large 
number of sympathizing neighbors, many of 
whom are serleusiy alarmed at the causes 
which led to Fannie’s death, The only descrip- 
tion of the man that has been furnished is a 
mevgre one. He wore an old and worn eoat 
and was @ rather rough-looking fellow, about 
medium height. Mr. Moore said yesterday he 
knew of no one who could identify the man, but 
itis hoped he will be able to get a somewhat 
accurate description from some of the girls who 
have been pestered with the tellow’s advances. 

“The neighbors,” said Mr. Moore, “are very 
much excited and I conld organize a force in 
five minutes that would hunt him down and 
make an end of him. I have no evidence which 
would be sufficient to even inake out a casein a 
court of justice, but when I Jay my hands on 
that man I won’t ask the law to interfere; Til 
deal with nim myself and will do it well.” 





FOR CONFEDERATE VETERANS. 


THE NEEDS OF THE NATIONAL HOME 
AT AUSTIN, TEXAS. 

Joe H. Stewart, for the Board of: Direc- 
ters of the National Confe@erate Soldiers’ Home, 
at Austin, Texas, has issued an appeal to the 
patriotic and charitable men and women of tho 
country for contributions in aid of the institu- 
tion. 1t was established Nov. 1, 1886, under 
the auspices of the John B. Hood Camp of Con- 
federate Veterans and under a charter from the 


State of Texas. No State aid could he obtained, 
however, owing to a clause in the Texas Consti- 
tution. 

The Home has 16 acres of land in the suburbs 
of Austin. Upon it are a frame heuse of seven 
rooms with 26inmates and atent with eight. 
One of the inmates was a Union soldier. Nine 
States are represented. All the present inmates 
are without friends and ineapable of supporting 
themselves. Since the opening of the Home it 
has had 113 inmates. Its floors are without 
carpets, the furniture isof the simplest char- 
acter, and the inmates wear second-hand or 
castaway outer clothing. Voluntary contribu- 
tiops have sofar carried on the work, but the 
board has had many applications’ for admission 
to which it cannot respond, as there is no more 
room and it has not the means to maintain the 
present occupants many months lenger. 

It is desired to erecta comfortable building, 
with aceommodations for 7rem 250 to 400 per- 
sons. Boston has subscribed $2,500 and a 
Permanent society has been formed there to 
continue the ald. Contributions may be sent to 
Chauncey M. Depew, Grand Central Station, 
New-York, who has consented to aet as Treas- 
urer to receive and forward all donations of 
money. All contributions will beacknowledged 
through the newspapers, Gentlemen favoring 
the movement are requested te meet Mr. Stew- 
art at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel Saturday night 
for consuitation and eounsel.

WRECKED OFF HAIIERAS. 


THE CAPTAIN LOST WITHIN AN HOUR OF 
HIS WIFE’S DEATH ASHORE. 

The three-masted schooner Allie R. Ches- 
ter, Capt. Ingersoll, while bound frem Charles- 
ton, & C., with phosphates to Barren Island, 
was struck by a squail on Jan. 20 and driven 
ashore on the Diamond Shoals, 11 miles off 
Cape Hatteras. Just before she struck, First 
Mate Willis was washed overboard and last. 


Capt. Ingersoll then ordered the crew to take to 
the rigging. In company with the cook and 
two seumen and the second mate he took to the 
mizzen rigging just under the crosstrees. 

As the vessel struck, the Mainmast snapped 
and carried away in its fall the mizzenhead, 
and the Captain, cook, and two seamen were 
lost. The second mate, John Christmas, and 
Seamen John Roach and 'f. Anderson clung to 
the 1ce-covered mizzepv rigging tor 42 hours, 
when they were saved by Caps. J. B. Whealton 
of the schooner James E. Kelsey, who came to 
their aid 1n a smal boat. 

On Jan, 21, the day after the wreck, Capt. 
Daly of the life-saving station at Hatteras in- 
Jet rowed to within two miles of the wreck with 


} his lifeboat amd crew, but returned and re- 


ported that there was nobody on the wreck. 
The rescued men say they saw him and shouted 
to attract his attention. When Daly heard 
that three men had been saved from the wreck 
after he had abandoned them he resigned his 
commission at onee. Capt. Howard of the 
Oeracoki Life-Saving Station took the rescued 
msn under his charge and cared for them. 

At the very instant that Capt. Ingersoll was 
clinging to the rigging of his wrecked vessel In 
his struggle for lite his wife was dying with con- 
sumption at Merchantaville, N. J. As near as 
@an be ascertained they both died within one 
hour of each otner. ‘

SHOOTING OF STRIKER M’GOWAN. 

Further examination of the circum- 
stances attending tho death of James Me- 
Gowan, who was shot during the attack on 
tho Forty-second-street and Boulevard surface 


car, Tuesday afternoen, was conducted by 
Justice Patterson in the Essex Marketi Pelice 
Court yesterday afternoen. Conductor Charles 
Walker, who} it was said, fired tne fatal shot, 
was again brought into court and was immedi- 
ately surrounded by several officials of the rail- 
road upon whieh Le was employed. 

The bullet which was extracted from Me- 
Gowan’s brain by Deputy Coroner Westoa was 
of 38 calibre, and whieh was evidently fired 
from the revolver of Polieeman Snyder, not- 
withstanding the positive statement to the con- 
trary made by Louis Brennan, was produced in 
court. Jacob Fleishauer, a Direstor of the rail- 
road company, then stated that such evidence 
Was conclusive, and madean application for the 
release of the conductor on ball. This Justice 
Patterson refused to do, saying at the same 
time: “The case is now in the hands of the 
Coroner, and I shal) refuse to interfere.” 

*“ But [am willing to furnish $10,000 bail for 
Walker's appearance,” persisted the Director. 

*I cannot intertere,” coneluded the Justiee. 
Thereupon Walker was condueted into the 
prison.

UTE TU MARY H. FISKE. 
“Ir ALL HER CHARITIES SHOULD 
CHANGE TO MELODIES A SYMPHONY 

WOULD FILL THE SKIES.” 

At Scottish Rite Hall, Madison-avenue 
and Twenty-ninth-street, services were held 
yesterday ever the dead body of Mary H. 
Fiske—journalist, dramatist, and author. Ut- 
terly lacking those outward signs of mourning 
which characterize funeral services, yet the 
obsequies of Mary H. Fiske were none the less 
solewn and impressive. What was lost by tho 
absence of the customary rites was replaced 
by sorrowful faces, tear-bedimmed eyes, the 
pathos of sweet music, and the sad but eulogis- 
tic words of Robert G. Ingersoll. 

The floor of the hall had been reserved for 
friends holding tiekets, and long before the 
hour set for the service the entire edifice was 
filled. The majority ef the mourners were of 
course persons connected with the thea- 


tres, Fred Solomon, Samuel Btoekvis, Louis 
Harrison, Albert Ellery Berg, and Walden 
Ramsay acted as ushers. Seated in a 
body was a delegation of 40, repre- 
Senting the Actors’ Fund. Prominent ameng 
the taces to be seen were those of Leunard 
Grover, Stuart Robson, W. H. Crane, Louis 
Aldrich, Marshall P. Wilder, E. NH. Sothern, 
Tony Pastor, Harry Miner, F. F. Mackay, 
©. T. Vincent, Charles 8 Dickson, B. A, 
Baker, J. J. Spies, M. J. Jordan, L. 8. Gourney, 
J. B. Huntley, G. W. Wilton, Madeleine Lucette, 
Maud Granger, Amy Ames, Ida Mille, Mrs. 
George W. Boyd, Mrs. Tony Pastor, Mrs. J. 
Charles Davis, Dora Goldthwaite, Helen Ran- 
som, Helen Adele, Kate Blanche, Mme. Ponisi, 
Louisa Eldridge, Mrs, Lyman Fiske, and Nellie 
Mortimer Devere. 

On the platform were seated Col. Ingersoll 
and Mr. Harry Edwards. Around them was a 
bewildering display of floral gems, the tributes 
of the friends of the dead. In the rear was a 
Jarge crayon of Mrs. Fiske, framed in smilax, 
over which were seven lighted candles. Under- 
neath was a large piece of the choicest roses on 
which was inscribed ‘*A brave and tender 
woman.” The card attached was that of Nat 
Goedwin, Two immense scrolis were on either 
side, one from the attachés of the Mtrror and 
the other from Lew Dockstader. De Wolf 
Hopper and Harry Miner both sent floral books. 
A wreath of violets came from Kate Forsythe 
and a similar tribute from Mrs. Langtry. There 
wore a dozen other floral offerings from Mr. and 
Mrs. Harrison Grey Fiske, Miss Louise Sylves- 
ter, Miss Edward Bullock, and from relatives, 

At 11:15 the body was brought into the hall. 
Harrison Grey Fiske, Jeseph W. Wheelock, 
William Winter, A. M. Paimer, Frank Sanger, 
and Dr. T. W. Kobertson were the pull bearers. 
As the procession moved up the aisle Dockstad- 
er’s quintet, Harry Pepper, John Davis, 
Riebard José, Johu E. McWade, and Charles 
Noble, sang Sullivan’s ‘‘Lost Chord.”” The cas- 
ket could uot be seen. It was hidden beneath a 
pall of smilax and roses and was laid on a bier 
of roses. 

When the music had ceased Mr. Harry 
Edwards spoke briefly of the leve felt for the 
deceased by many actors, Concluding, he said: 
**We can but mourn her untimely death as a 
deep calamity. Still, if she be yet Conscious of 
our sorrow, if she can hear the sob going from 
many & heart, she would say, ‘Sorrow not for 
me, dear friends, for all is weil.’ ” 

After Mr. Edwards had concluded Mme. de 
Ruyter sang, ‘Once Again,” by Cowen, and 
then Col. Ingersoll stepped forward. The solemn 
music and the tears vf those present, coupled 
with the fact that Col. Ingersoll had lost # per- 
sonal friend in the death of Mrs, Fiske, caused 
the tears to flow down his cheeks, and in a voice 
shaken with emotion he said? 

“In the presence of the two great mysteries, 
Life and Death, we have gathered to say afew 
words of comfort, of love, and affection. 

‘In this presence let us speak of the charity, 
the generosity, the goodness of the dead. Only 
flowers should be brought to the casket, In 
life’s last pillow there should be no thorns. 

“Mary Fiske was life in herself. She pat- 
terned atter nene, She was agenius and put 
her soul in all she aid. 

“She cared nothing for roads, nothing for 
beaten paths, nothing for the footsteps of oth- 
ers. She went across the fielis, through the 
woods, over crags, and by the winding streams. 

“She wrote lines that leaped with laughter 
and words that were wet with tears. She gave 
us quaint thoughts and sayings filled with the 
nimble spirit of wit. 

«Her heart went out to all the wretched in 
this weary world, aad yet she seemed as joyous 
as though grave and death were naught but 
words. She wept when otbers wept, but in ber 
own inisfortunes found the star of hope. 

“She cared for the to-morrow ef others, but 
not for herown. She lived for to-day. 

“Some hearts are like a waveless pool, satis- 
fied to reflect the image of a wondrous star, but 
here was filled with emotions, light, sanshine, 
and storm. 

“She longed for freedom. Every limitation 
was a prisoner's eell, rules and regulations were 
shackles, and forms were made for serfs and 
slaves. 

‘“*She gave her utmost. She praised all gener- 
ous deeds, applauded the struggling, and even 
those who failed. 

**She pitied the poor, the forsaken, and the 
friendiess. No ene could fall below her pity. 
No one could wander beyond the cireumference 
ot hersympathy. To her there were no out- 
easts. They were victims. She knew that the 
dweliers in palaces aud penitentiaries mignt 
change places witheut adding te the iniustice 
of the world. She knew that circumstances de- 
termined character; that the lowest of the race 
were once children as pure as light and whose 
cheeks were dimpled with innocent life. She 
thought of the roads they had traveled, of the 
thorns that had bruised their feet, ef the des- 
erts they had crossed. 

“Instead of words of scorn she gave an eager 
hand of help. Nooneapplied to her tn vain. 
She listened to the stories of all, and all she had 
she gave. A god could dono more. The destitute 
and suffering turned naturally to her, the 
maimed and helpless sought her open door, and 
the helpless put their hands in hers, Her heart 
WAS as open as the gates of day. She shed kind- 
ness as the sun sheds light. 

“Tf all her deedsewere flowers the alr would 
be filled with perfume. If all her charities 
should change to melodies a symphony would 
fill the skies. 

** Mary Fiske had within her brain the divine 
fire called genius, and in her heart the touch of 
nature that makes the whole world kin. 

“A little While ago a babe was found—one 
that had been abandoned by its mother—lieft as 
alegacy tochance. The warm heart of Mary 
Fiske was touched. She took the babe, held it 
lovingly to her breast and made the ehild her 
own. 

“We pray, Mother Nature, that thou wilt take 
this woman and hold her as tenderly in thine 
arms as she held and pressed against her gen- 
erous and throbbing heart the abandoned babe. 
We can ask no more, 

“In this presenee let us remember our faults, 
our frailties, and the generous, helpful, self- 
denying, loving Mary H. Fiske.” 

Then Col. Ingersoll requested those who so 
desired to take a parting look at the face of the 
dead. The pall of smilax was drawn back and 
® prosession started around the bier. At the 
time Signor Perugini was singing Schubert’s 
* Last Greeting.” It took ahalf hour for all 
present to take alastlook at the face of the 
dead. The body remained on the bier until 
taken to the train, to be sent to Hartford, Conn., 
the home of Mrs. Fiske’s family. 





CONFESSING A MURDER. 
Detective Valient of the Charles-street 
police station is endeavoring to verify a con- 
feasion of murder by Fritz Roehl, 16 years 
old, which was made on Tuesday, when he 


was arrested for attempting to rob his em- 
ployer, Jaeeb Thurmann, whe has a restaurant 
at 96 Gansevoort-street. Thurmann hired the 
boy at Castle Garden and he was employed to 
do chores and wash dishes. Last Saturday, 
after the restaurant was closed, he got into the 
kitchen by forcing a skylight open, but was 
seared away by a watchman. 

Roehl, at the Charles-strest station house, 
told the detective that at the end of last No- 
vember he was at Lan isberg-on-the-Warthe, io 
the prevince of Branaenberg, Prussia. A boy 
6 years old vexed hiin by his.rough play, and 
ina moment of uncontrollable anger he beat 
him and finally Killed him by dashing his head 
against arock. Roehl immediately sought his 
uncle, told him of the crime, and was given 240 
marks to pay bis expenses to America. He ar- 
rived at New-York on Dee. 10. Yesterday Jus- 
tice O’Reilly remanded RoePipending the action 
of the German Consul.

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FINDS MEN WHO WILL GIVE 
. A OCHARACTER. 

Patrolman Philip Farley of the Twenty- 
third Precinct was on trial before Police Com- 
missioners French, Voorhis, and MacLean yes- 
terday on a charge of intoxication and un- 
becoming conduct. Farley is the policeman 
who, last Saturday, while on special duty at the 
fire at Forty-third-street and Secend-avenue, 
clubbed and shot at people in the crowd about 


the fire. Mrs. Amelia Hamilton, who was 
clubbed by Farley, did not appear, being still 
laid up with her injuries. 

Roundsman Bingham, who arrested Farley, 
Sergt. Woodruff, and Police Surgeon Matthews 
testihed that the olticer was intoxicated. Jonn 
T. Davis said that the policeman acted se queer- 
ly that he thought he was more erazy than 
drunk. 

Thomas Graham, architect, of 109 East Forty- 
fifth-street, testified that he saw the polieeman 
being ‘‘ baited” by the crowd, which was large 
and disorderly. The policeman was alone and 
unable te control the crowd, who pelted him 
with stones, sticks, and other missiles. Farley 
appeared to be mere excited than drunk. Pat- 
riek Forney testified te the facts already given, 
and said that the officer was not drunk, but 
acted as though he was laboring under great 
excitement. He looked as though he was ex- 
hausted from want of sleep. : 

Farley then took the stand in his own behalf. 
He appeared in plain clothes, as he is stili un- 
der suspension. His left eye was discolored 
and swollen, and there was a slight cut across 
the bridge of his nose. He said that he had 
been on duty since 8 o’clock en the morning 
of the fire and had not drank a drop of intoxi- 
cating liquor. He had to contend single-handed 
against a most disorderly erowd, who hooted 
and jeerea at him and assailed him with a 
shower of stones and other missiles. He fired 
one shotin the air to seare the crowd and at- 
tract the attention of other officers, and then 
fired twe more shots into the gutter. ‘ 

Capt. Nugent of Hook and Ladder Compan 
Ne. 7 and several members of hiscommand tes- 
tified that the officer was sober and avted prop- 
erly in attempting to vontrol the crowd. Nugent 
asked the poileeman for his revolver and the 
otheer surrendered it to him. He could not ex- 
plain satisfactorily why he took the officer’s 
pistol. A number of other witnesses alse testi- 
fled, in the policeman’s behalf, that they be- 
lieved himto be sober. The case was closed, 
and the trial of the other oharges against the 
policeman was pestponed for a week. 

Farley’s case en the obarges of assault was 
called at Yorkville Police Court yesterday, but 
on account of the absence of witnesses the ex- 
amination was continued until Wednesday, 
Feb, 13. 

Farley was appointed Aug, 2, 1879, on mo- 
tion of Commissioner W. M. Smith. He had 
been an expressman. He had several good 
names indorsed on his application, and was 
strongly recommended by Mr. A. 8S. Dodd of 
Dodd’s Transfer Express Company. Capt. 
Clinchy inquired as to his character, habits, and 
assoviates and reported them good. 

There are 16 complaints on record against 
him. In all he has been fined 14 days’ pay. 
Prior to June 1, 1886, 12 complaints were made 
against him, 6 of which were dismissed and on 
the other 6 he was fined 919 days’ pay. June 8, 
1856, he wae tried for being absent from post 
and in the hallway of a liquor store. This com- 
piaint was dismissed. Sept. 21, 1886, he was 
tried on a complaint of not properly patrolling 
his post and was fined one day’s pay. Jan. 9, 
1887, he was complained of for failing to report 
lamps not burning on his post and was tined 
One-half day’s pay, and Jan. 19, 1887, he was 
on trial for being absent trom post in a liquor 
stere, and for this offense was tined three days’ 
pay. For nearly two years no complaint had 
been made against him until his mispehavior 
on Saturday. 


JAOK FROST ON DECK. 
a 
HE 18 EXPECTED TO STAY HERE FOR 
SEVERAL DAYS. 

The frost king enjoyed himself yesterday, 
painting noses red and nipping cars uxtil they 
glowed and tingled painfully. His advent was 
preceded by a light fall of rain, followed in re- 
markably quick time by a shower of feathery 
snowflakes. The changes in temperature were 
rung at such short intervals that the goneral as- 
pect of the city underwent a complete transfor- 
mation during the night. 

The dsy broke clear, cold, and windy. Fur 
Overeoats and sealskin sacques were again 
found comfortabie. The curbstone peddler 
hastened to provide himself with a stock of ear 
muifiers and hawked them vigorously until 
dark. The ice dealer was blue and glum be- 
cause the cold snap meant plenty of iee and 
robbed himof an excuse for imposing on his 
customers, Young men and maidens yot their 
skates and hastened with all the speed of the 
elevated trains to Central Park and Westchester 
County to cut the figure eight and do the Dutch 
reli. Men of bibulous tendencies shivered at 
the aretic blasts. 

It was slippery under foot, and the untied tle- 
up was generally voted to have been most op- 
portune. That noble animal, the horse, was 
the exception. He kicked because his shoes 
were not freshly calked. 

The Signal Service observer reported that it 
was cold allover the United States. Tne ex- 
treme end of Florida escaped the wave. The 
difference in temperature here was 3l° in 24 
hours. It was 34° below at 8t. Vincent, 2° be- 
low at Buffale, zero at Montreal ana Chicago, 
16° below at St.Paul, and 4° above at St. Louis. 
The last-named city, though much further 
Seuth than New-York, is always hotter in Sum- 
mer and colder in Winter than the metrop- 
olis. This peouliarity, the weather man 
says, is due entirely to the difference in the lo- 
cation of the two cities, The present storm was 
central in Minnesota on Monday and in the 
heart of the Empire State Tuesday. Yesterday 
it was sporting along the New-England coast, 
attended by high winds. The hardest blow 
experienced here was 36 miles an hour. 

It is predicted by the weather man that New- 
York will have cold weather for several days. 


JUDGE SMITH DISLIKED GARDEN OITY: 

The parties to the Stewart will centest 
heard little that was new and less that was im- 
portant in yesterday’s proceedings, daring 
which ex-Judge J. Lawrence Smith continued 
his testimony under cross-examination. In the 
morning inquiry was confined mainly to the 


identification of motes and letters from Mrs, 
Smith to Mre, Stewart in whieh was oceasional

The introduction of the letters seemed to have 
no purpose except to contirm Judge Smith’s 
earlier testimony, that after he began to dis- 
trust and suspect Judge Hilton he approved of 
the continuance of friendly relations between 
his family and Judge Hilton’s. 

In the afternoon ex-Surrogate Rollins was the 
examiner. He brought out the fact that a ceol- 
ness existed on the partof Charles J. Clinch 
toward the witness and his wife, who was Mr. 
Clinch’s only sister, dating from Mrs. Stewart's 
death, when Mr. Clinch wanted Mrs, Smith to 
join him in an agreement to let Judge Hilton 
continue to manage the estate. The witness 
could not understand Mr. Clinch’s change of 
front, for he and the witness were formerly of 
one miad in regard toJudge Hilton. In the 
course of the examination allusion was made to 
the outlay of Mr, and Mrs. Stewart at Garden 
City. Judge Smith always thought, regardless 
of his owa or his wife’s prospects, that the in- 
vestment there was injudicieus. Garden City, 
ip his opinion, was never anything for the Stew- 
aris except a bank of deposit. 

On Monday, when the case will be resumed, 
Judge Smith will. be expected to produce nis 
diaries for yeara subsequent to 1876, 
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SIMPLIFYING THE. CASE. 

Judge Beach destroyed the symmetry of 
the United States luminating Company’s com- 
plaint in its suit against the Baard of Electrical 
Control, on trial before him. by deciding yester 
day morning that the only question te be con- 


sidered was whether or not the board had re 
moved or interfered with the company’s poles 
ana wires. Testimony to show the insuifisiency 
of the subways, or that the board had granted 
greater or other privileges to other companies 
than to the United States Company, he decided 
could not be put in. 

The proceedings were much simplified by the 
action of the court, and during a great part of 
the day Gen. Hubbard offered testimony that 
was ruled eut, or asked witnesses questions to 
which Mr. Trull and Mr. Cohen} objected and 
were sustained by the Judge. 

Superintendent Richardson of the Bureau of 
Incumbrances testified as to the complaints 
made to his department by the board in regard 
to dead poles and wires. in making the remov- 
als, he said, he was guided by an opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel, and never allowed one of 
his men to touch a pole er wire until he was 
sure it was dead. An eleetrical expert made 
the examination to ascertain the condition of 
the poles and wires. President Lynch of the 
United States Company and the Superintendent 
were examined, but succeeded merely in giving 
a@ history of the company. They were not cross- 
examined.
